Twenty-Five Years. 


lr is just a quarter of a century to-day (reckoned by the 
Jewish Calendar) since the first Zionist World Congress 
assembled, called together by the clarion note which HERzL 
had sounded of Jewish needs and Jewish aspirations. Looking 
back across the comparatively short space of time, it must 
be conceded that few great Movements in medern days bave won 
through so remarkably as has Zionism, in whose interest the Con- 
gress of twenty-five years ago.was held. At that time, it was 
looked upon by the average Jew as a fad and not even an amiable 
fad, while ite adherents were regarded as in a varying catalogue, 
from impossible revolutionaries to demented theorists. Characteris- 
tically, the Movement which designed to put an end to the wander- 
ing of the Jew discovered an initial difficulty in finding even a 
temporary resting place for the sole of its own foot. More than 
one local had to be abandoned, because the Jewish Community 
there regarded Zionism with something of the fear which must 
animate Jews in face of a coming pogrom, and urged the 
authorities to refuse facilities for Zionists to gather there. Thus 
the little Swiss Rhine tewn became chosen. It added not a 
little to the stature of its fame and its historical importance 
by giving the name to the Programme which will yet 
become the basic foundation’ of Jewish National rehabilitation. 
it is interesting to contrast the position which the Move- 
ment occupied then and the position it occupies to-day. The 
endeavour which was frowned upon, laughed at, contemned where 
it was not ignored by Jews as well as non-Jews, has become accepted, 
at least in principle, by the Powers of the earth. Truly the stone 
rejected—nay, for the most part’ unnoticed—by,the builders has 
become the corner-stone! For, despite all, despite the bungling, 
the disappointments, to say nothing of the breaches of understand- 
ing in reference to Palestine in relation to the Jews that have 
occurred during the last five years, we have triumphantly gained 
one, jat least, of the great principles of the Basle Programme. 
Palestine is to-day publicly recognised as the National Home for 
the Jewish people. Thatis a wonderful achievement for a Movement 
which began under such auspices. But in fact a great deal more has 
been secured. The Zionist Movement has justified itself in so far 
that it is accepted to-day as one of the great natural human impulses 
of modern times. That the twenty-five years have not sufficed 
to see the work completed is nothing remarkable, and there is, ta 


be sure, much for Zionism yet to do. It bas to educate Jews is 
particular, and the world at large as well, in the true and wider 
meanings of its creed. It has to teach them how the salvation of 
Judaism and the safety of Jews are to be found only in a national 
settlement of the Jewish question, which, so long as it remains 
unsolved, must be a disturbing element for the world in general. If, 
then, Zionism has twenty-five years’ triumphant history to show, 
it has yet before it the task of becoming established and accepted 
as the policy of the Jewish people and the policy of all peoples, so 
far as Jews are concerned. There is abundant encouragement for 
the work that thus lies before it in the success which it has already 
gained. Those who are inclined to doubt or to falter have but to 
think that only twenty-five years have gone by—a mere moment 
in the life of an ancient people—since the first Zionist Congress 
met. That will give abundant encouragement for their striving on, 
and yet further on, until the Zionist goal, as it was marked a 
quarter of a century ago, is finally won. 


Carlsbad. 


IN the circumstance in which the Carlsbad Conference meets 
to-day—the twenty-fifth anniversary of the first Zionist Congress— 
itis inevitable that comparison will be drawn between the Movement, 
as expressed in its Organisation, now and then. It may seem some- 
thing of a paradox, but it is none the less true, that from this aspect 
Zionism appears to have become belittled and diminished in inverse 
proportion to its enormous progress as a Movement. We have pointed 
out above how principles laid down in the original programme that 
was formulated at the first Congress, then so spurned, have now 
found acceptance, and how at least one of them has taken practical 
shape and form, in fact has been formally and effectually conceded. 
But the recognition of the right of Jews to a Home, and that Home 
in Palestine, great and valuable as it is, can be of little practical 
service to the Jewish people without the legal security for that 
liome which the Basle programme demanded. In other words, the 
first Congress asked that the Jewish people should be given the 
opportunity for forming out of themselves a nation in Palestine, and 
demanded that Jewish national being should be publicly recognised 
and legally secured. The present Zionist Organisation has yielded 
up that principle. It succeeded in obtaining the public recognition 
of the right of the Jewish people to a Home in Palestine, but when 
it came to the point of employing that recognition by standing 
for the complete Zionist programme, because it saw lions in the 
path, it incontinently sacrificed the heritage of its very being. It 
consented to divest the Home of all national value, and to pretend 
that the interpretation of it, which in all probability was suggested 
by the panic timorousness of a weak-kneed pro-Consul. accorded 
to the principles of Zionism which it was the business of the 
Organisation to protect and maintain. We observe from the letter, 
which we publish elsewhere, from the Honorary Secretary of the 
English Zionist Federation that the cue given by Mr, SOKOLOW, and 
to which we referred a week or two ago, is being adopted by the 
supporters of Dr. WEIZMANN. It isto ignore the Churchill Statement 
and to look only at the Mandate, to say not a word about the State- 
ment and to talk a great deal about the Mandate, to pretend that 
the Mandate has been conceded to the Jewish people without any 
such vital qualification as the Statement which the COLONIAL 
SECRETARY made on behalf of the Mandatory Power constitutes. In 
a speech which he delivered the other day, we see that Mr. SoKOLOW 
extended this line of his, and affected to belittle the importance of 
the Churchill Statement by saying that it “was not the last" 
interpretation which the British Government would place upon its 
duty as Mandatory Power. We hope he is right, but if he bases his 
conclusions on the idea that while the Mandate is the last word the 
interpretation is fluid—-that is what, in fact, he said—we fear that 
his attitude to both has no basis other than mere opportunism, 
which sees as a prime necessity the hiding of the truth from the 
public concerning both Mandate and interpretation. Is this sort of 
thing quite fair? Is it quite wise, even in the interests of the 
Organisation itself? Does it not materially lower Zionism to the 
level of the worst conceivable of the world’s politics, instead of 
maintaining it high above all human policies, as a great uplift for 
human thought, and a great exemplar for human energy ? 


THus the Organisation, as represented at Carlsbad, meets 
perceptibly poor in spirit, as Dr. ALEXANDER MARMOPEK 80 pertinently 
points out in our columns this week. It is poor; indeed 
poverty-stricken, when we think of the spirit of it now 
compared with the spirit that animated the first gathering of 
Zionists twenty-five yeare ago—and in this matter it is the 
spirit that counts before all. It is the national spirit that has 
carried the movement to the successes it has attained during 
the last twenty-five years. Bereft of that spirit, all that can be 
before it are the ruin and the damnation of our people's most cherished 
aspirations. A New York correspondent, whose communication we 
print in another column, notes the utter indifference of New York 
Jewry towards the fact that the Mandate has been passed by the 
League of Nations. He thinks it is because so much has been said 
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about the Mandate, that people have come to take its passing for 
sranted. We doubt this diagnosis of the paenomenon,. The 
enthusiasm of our people has been damped because tacked on to 
the Mandate is the Cuurcui.. Statement, with the concurrence 
appended to it of the Zionist Organisation. And that Statement 
tells the Jewish people in effect that the Home which has been 
designated as theirs is not available for occupation, and that, so far 
as the National Home for the Jewish people adumbrated by the 
Balfour Declaration goes, Jewry stands much in the position 
exemplified by the well-known lines: 
“Please dear mother may I go out to bathe?” 
“Yes, my darling daughter, 
You may hang your clothes on the hickory tree, 
But you mustn't go near the water.” 

Dr. MArmMorek,. than whom there is no more competent exponent 
of true Zionism, who understands as few men understand the real 
bearing of the National Movement, confirms us when we say that the 
first duty before the Carlsbad Conference is to restore the moral power 
of the movement, which received so vital a wound when the Executive 
of the Organisation accepted the Churchill Statement. Almost against 
hope we hope that the Conference may do this. As we say, the 
last five-and-twenty years with their Zionist triumphs over every 
conceivable opposition, and despite every conceivable harassmentand 
discouragement, are proof of the potentialities of the Movement. 
For the Organisation to throw those potentialities away now 
were a mad shame and a pity beyond words. Let the Conference 
contemplate the quarter of a century,and thereby take to itself 
courage and insight, and above all, from the fount of experience, 
renew its Zionist spirit. That is the best hope for the future 
of the Movement with which the future of our people is irretrievably 
bound up. Holding fast by the tried principles that have carried 
Zionism so far, and allowing none, bowever high-placed, or however 
powerful, to compromise them, the Movement will still be able to 
go on from strength to strength, until it shall have attained the final 


triumph of the Jewish Cause. 


The League of Nations. 
THe report presented by Mr. Lucien Wotr to the meeting 
of the Joint Foreign Committee held last Monday is eniinently 
satisfactory. Mr. WoLr shows that not only has he contrived 
a considerable amount of useful work through the League on behalf 
of the Jewish people, but that the League is exhibiting a 
commendably anxious desire for the betterment of our 
people wherever its influence can be brought to bear. The 
protection of minorities whicit the League, as Mr. Wour shows 
is striving to perfect, is of particular importance to Jews, and Mr. 
WoLr has done admirable work in obtaining the wide and consistent 
application by the League; in so many directions, of the minorities’ 
principle. The League is acting wisely in thus protecting minorities, 
for it is at the same time doing not a little to secure the peace 
through securing the goodwill and the prosperity, of the world. 


The Ex-Kaiser and the Jews. 


[tv is, of course, more than probable that the ex-Kaiser is quite 
innocent of the sentiments concerning Jews ascribed to him by 
Baron CLEMENS Rapowirz-Net The alleged interview with WILLIAM 
OF HOHENZOLLERN which the Baron has contributed to some American 
papers may be no more than an effort of the imagination induced by 
the reward which such “ copy” readily obtains in certain quarters 
altogether irrespective of its genuineness—not only in America. 
That, however, is not in this instance at least, of any great 
consequence, because, after all, the ex-Kaiser's views on any subject 
are not of great consequence. The seriousness of the matter, 
it seems to us, lies in another direction. The Baron, there can be 
little doubt, is in America not altogether on the “ private business ” 
in which he says he is engaged. We imagine that monarchist 
propaganda is absorbing at least some of his energies, and 
the interview is thus part of his campaign. He evidently 
thinks that such opinions as those he Says the ex-Kaiser 
holds, will endear the fallen monarch to Americans. If this 
be so we have yet another proof of the anti-Jewish feeling 
prevalent in the United States, and it is that which strikes 
us as remarkable in the Baron's interview, as he has reported 
it to the American newspapers. If he had not a very shrewd idea 
that he would strike a sympathetic chord between the newspaper 
readers and the ex-Kaiser and his Cause by retailing the talk he 
has about Jews, it is not reasonable to Suppose tha’ the views 
would have been expounded. Still, it seems to us that the 
Baron or the ex-Kaiser (or both) has greatly overdone the 
matter. For it is not easy to think of sane Americans feeling 
pleased when the Jews are compared to “a bad insect.” or when it 
is Said of them that they ought to be Subjected to “ pogroms if 
necessary.” This capacity for evoking antipathy by nauseating 
excess is, however, peculiarly characteristic of the

A Word of Mr. Chesterton’s.

MID so many obituary notices that have been inspired 
by the tragic death of Lord Northcliffe, so many 
bearing with unmistakable clarity the hallmark of 
sincerity which is not always the hallmark of post obit 

memoirs, it is difficult tosay which one of them that I have read. I 

would say fitted best the true conditions and the true circum- 

stances that Lord Northcliffe’s career filled. But in any selection 

J were called upon to make, I should be inclined to give a 

very high place to the verdict that Mr. -G. K. Chesterton 

wrote, in the New Witness. Thus do I answer the old ques- 
tion, and say that a good thing can come out of Galilee! Mr. 

Chesterton draws his estimate by comparing two Irishmen, each 

of whom reached bis final rest within a few days of the other— 

alas! another has since been sacrificed on the altar of national 
duty!—for Lord Northcliffe was equally a son of Ireland as was 

Arthur Griffith. And Mr. Chesterton shows the precise difference of 

the two men, the precise difference of their lives, and again, the 

precise difference of the influence of those two lives upon their 
fellows. Arthur Griffith strove and laboured for a great cause— 

a great cause, whatever we may think about it, because he 

proved that it was sufficient to demand and obtain the willing 

sacrifice of his life, as it has gained the freewill offering of so many 
another. The Irish leader contended, then, for success of the cause 
to which he had devoted himself, while Alfred Harmsworth laboured 
only for his own success. He gained it, and all credit to him. 

But—and here, Mr. Chesterton points out, was the essential differ- 

ence in the lives of the two men—his success meant nothing. or 

very little outside Lord Northcliffe, whereas the life-work of a man 
like Arthur Griffith, even though he had utterly failed, would have 
meant much, altogether apart from his own personality. 


Following Wishes and Whims. 


Mr. Chesterton's article is, however, valuable, not merely 
because of its inherent interest and the wisdom of its theme, or 
because of their application to Lord Northcliffe's career, but because 
he says something which, it seems to me well to paraphrase, or 
rather adapt for the benefit of our own community. These are 
the sentences to which I allude: 

The duty defisitely im front of us is exactly expressed ina 
much misunderstood phrase; it is the duty of making up our 
minds. Must people who talk about making up their minds simply 
mean neglecting their minds and following their wishes or their 
whims. To make up the mind, it is necessary to use the mind and at 
least to have a mind to use. We are not here insisting that all 
English Jews should make up their minds to be supporters of the 
Jowuh Chronicle, though we wish they would. Let them make up their 
minds to be Zionists or Nationalists, anti-Nationalists, or Jiayeny 
Zionists, or anti-foreigu Jews, Keform Jews, “Liberal” Jews. or Jews of 
any sort, orany “assortment,” but let them doit with their minds, with 
a consciousness of first principles and a thorough thinking out of 
their results. With that practice, the English Jew may become 
practical; without it, he may make or lose millions; see his speeches 
reported in full; preside at any number of meetings; be “on” 
anything or everything—on every Committee of every institution— 
be a personality; be a power—vinitas ‘vanitatus —thistledown 
wandering on the wind. 


That is how I have adapted Mr. Chesterton's word, and if we ponder 
it for a moment all that is said about the followers.of wishes and 
whims needs surely to be taken to heart by our community to-day. 
For so much of our endeavour is just ‘ thistledown wandering on the 
wind,’ because we just follow our wishes and our whims (and often 
those of others) instead of making up our own minds. 


As | am referring to the late Lord Northcliffe, there is something 
I would say concerning him in another direction than that pursued 
by Mr. Chesterton. Inthe unhappy story of Lord Northcliffe’s illness 
nothing is so plain as the fact that for many months before he was 
finally stricken down he was an ill man. Disease of a fatal nature 
had evidently begun its attack upon him some time before he 
ventured the vain hope of dodging its effects by his world tour 
That world tour, it will be recollected, included a few hours spent 
in Palestine, and there ensued long articles by him in the Times 
newspaper concerning the country, with conclusions hostile to the 
Zionist Movement and to Jewish Nationalism. Now these opinions 
were formed by Lord Northcliffe, it is clear, when the hand of death 
was fast upon him, and when, hence, he was in no proper condition 
to express any views with impartiality. Nor was he able to 
give to any subject the consideration that even a far more thoughtful 
man than he was would desire, or which any man infinitely more 
capable than he was of studying any problem and plumbing the 
depths of any question, would be conscious of needing before com- 
mitting himself to any conclusion. But by many—by the majority— 
Lord Northcliffe’s views were accepted as the evangel of a prophet, 
the inspiration of a great seer, the calm and studied verdict of a 
man fit and able to arrive at it, merely because they were the 
views of Lord Northcliffe. Their fallacies were undetected, their 
obvious surface-shallowness was ignored—they were gulped down 
because Lord Northcliffe had utteredthem. Yet they were the views 
of a man rendered, alas! incompetent of forming views of any value 
bya distressing illness that wassoon to end in a deplorably regrettable 
death! What a lesson, this, to drive home Mr. Chesterton's warning, 


against the habit of neglecting to take the trouble to think out 
things with our own minds and the lazy mental fashion of following 
the wishes and the whims of ourselves and others upon whom the 
world has set the hallmark of personal success—of power, of 
popularity! It is a nice question, how much Lord Northcliffe’s illness 
cost the Jewish people, or, rather, how much we Jews have lost 
because of the prevalent habit Mr. Chesterton, in the article I have 
referred to, describes. 


A Cankering Influence. 


There is scarcely any Jewish activity in which the bane of 
following wishes and whims, instead of making up our minds from 
facts as they are presented to us, has not its cankering influence. 
There is scarcely one in which the lazy habit of following whims 
and wishes is not manifest, with the result that we have, 
instead of sincere thought, insincere compromise, instead of an 
abiding by principles, a clinging on to any opportunist device that 
may present itself and for the moment may seem desirable. 
We see this sort of thing in religious matters; we see it in our 
communal institutions: our World-Jewish Organisations are redolent 
of it. And it is because of this habit of mind. and this way of 
thinking, which I repeat isso alien to the true Jewish spirit, that we 
accomplish comparatively so little, and that so much of our etfort 
results in nothing more substantial than “ thistledown wandering 
on the wind. 

| feel it strange to employ a quotation from a paper so 
definitely at enmity with our people as the New Witness, 
written, too, by one who, although he always denies the bard 
impeachment of being an anti-Semite, would assuredly, not even 
in his most temeritous moments, claim to be pro-Jewish. I can 
but repeat that a good thing «an come out of Galilee. and add that 
it is oniy in accord with Jewish tradition and Jewish practice to 
learn from all men, and to acccept well-founded reproof, even from 
an enemy.

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Polish Premier and a Jewish Deputation.

ANTI-JEWISH RIOTING AT MLAVA. 
[From our Correspondent. | WARSAW. 


The new Polish Premier, Professor Novak, has received a Jewish 
deputation which drew his attention to the abnormal position of the 
Jews in the annexed Polish territories where they were not regarded as 
Poles and they had no franchise. The delegates also complained of the 
oppressive measures taken against Jewish schools and artisans’ societies. 
The Premier promised to examine carefully the points raised by the 
deputation. The anti-Semitic Press has lost no time, and opened a 
campaign against the Premier, accusing him of promising concessions to 
the Jewish deputation. 

Anti-Semitic excesses have occurred at Mlava. Many Jews were 
beaten in the streets. The Reader of the synagogue was among the 
injured. The Rabbi of Miava appealed to Deputy Farbstein to approach 
the Ministry on the matter. The Deputy did so, and detachments of 
police quelled the rioting. Deputy Farbstein also demanded the punish- 
ment of the instigators of the outbreak. The Government has issued 
instructions calling for the suppression of the pogrom agitation at Gnessen, 
and for the protection of the Jewish inhabitants. 

The Minister of the Interior has ordered an inquiry into the anti- 
Jewish excesses at Miava, and the complaints regarding the inactivity 
of the police during the rioting. 

The Jews are emigrating en masse from the province of Posen. Asa 
result of the threats against the Jewish inhabitants, the constant anti. 
Semitic libels, and the vigorous boycott against the businesses carried on 
by Jews, our brethren find that they are living on a volcano, and that 
they cannot earn a living there. They consequently abandon their 
nativé towns, and emigrate abroad. 

At Zamostch the Jewish population is panic-stricken. A Christian 
drunkard entered the house of a Jew and started to smash the furniture, 
A few Jews attempted to stop him. Suddenly the drunkard fell down 
dead. The anti-Semites accused the Jews of having killed him, but 
medical authorities declared that death was due to excessive intoxication. 
The police have issued an order warning the populace against rioting, 
but the attitude of the latter is very threatening. 


The Mexican Colonisation Charter. 
FORD SUGGESTED AS UNITED STATES PRESIDENT. 
[From our Correspondent. | NEW YORK, 


The President of Mexico has instructed the Ministry of Agriculture 
to prepare the draft of a Charter for the Mexican Jewish Colonisation 
Association, which has been founded at Chicago with the object of 
farthering Jewish colonisation in Mexico. The Association intends 


to submit the Charter to a Conference of Jewish Organisations and > 


Institutions in America. 
Ford for President! This is an idea which has lately forged to the 
front, and is being discussed everywhere in the public Press. The 


_ prospects are not altogether as remote as they seem. Fordis really one of 


the most popular men in America, beloved and respected by all, if 
we exclude ourselves. Then, again, his coffers are full, and his wealth is 
more than sufficient to carry ona vigorous propaganda for his nomination 
and election. 

Truly, it would be a travesty of Democracy, if such an eventuality 
were to materialise. Ford is an absolute ignoramus in all problems and 
matters of every day concern, problems which are inextricably inter. 
woven with the strands of sucha high position as that of the Presidency. 
Even the history of America, apart from that of the last thirty or forty 
years, isa mystery tohim. Of foreign lands he knows nothing, and no 
one save those who purchase his automobiles. 

But he will not be elected. Not his ignorance, nor his monomaniacal 
tendencies, but his anti-Semitism will insure this. There are enough 
active and intelligently virile forces among the Jews of America, who will 
make sure to spread sufficient information concerning this “‘ candidate,” 
and his unfitness for office to bring about his overwhelming defeat. 
And this we, as Jews would do, not so much because, as President, Ford 
would be a menace to us, but because we are true patriots who love 
America too dearly to remain silent when so great a menace, as the 
election of Ford would be, threatens its security. America’s future is in 
the balance; American Jews will safeguard it! 

A negro in the Harlem Black Belt was observed to have the charge 
and control of a little Jewish boy. He was apprehended and questioned 
at length, and much to the surprise of his captors he produced a regular 
bill of sale, purporting to have been signed by a man named Fox, alias 
Daniel Greene, who sold the Jewish boy to him for five dollars. As the 
child is an orphan, his mother being dead and his father’s whereabouts

The Hebrew Orphan Asylum, the first Jewish orphanage in New 
York, has celebrated its centenary. Its capital at the time of it, 
establishment consisted of three hundred dollars, but its resery, 
fund now exceeds several millions. There are 1,100 orphans at the 
institution; they receive a Reform Hebrew training, besides instruction 
in the ordinary subjects of education. Many of the former inmates o: 
the Home now occupy prominent places in the civic life of the community 
as doctors, lawyers, merchants, etc. 

A tragedy has occurred at one of the most popular Broadway 
Restaurants in this city.

the restaurant corporation, was offered $55,000 for his business, b.: 
declined. The restaurant is now entirely closed by order of the Police.

racial and anti-religious propaganda. It was further recommended that thc 
Press should ignore all such propaganda, so as not to advertise o: 
popularise it. As is well known, most anti-Semitic organisations in 
America have also, as their cardinal principle and basic creed, hostility 


to Catholics and Negroes. This makes the struggle against anti-Semitisw 
in America an Alien rather than a Catholic problem. 


American Passport Rules. 

YIDDISH THE PREDOMINANT LANGUAGE IN NEW YORK. 

It is officially announced that married emigrants, desiring to proceed 
to the United States without their wives, will not be accorded American 
Consular visas in Poland.—(Iteurer, Warsaw.) 

Statistics published by the Department of Commerce, according to 
the census of 1920, show that Yiddish is the predominant language in New 
York. 946,139 speak Yiddish, while only 997,452 speak English. Of the 
946,139 Jews speaking Yiddish in New York, 516,080 were born in foreign 


countries, while 430,059 were dorn in the U nited States, but have one or 
both parents born in a foreign country. 


Anti-Semitism in Rumanian Army. 


RUMANIAN PREMIER ON JEWISH PROBLEMS. 
[From our Correspondent) BUCHAREST. 

Drs. Filderman and Magder, two Jewish deputies, have submitted a 
memorial to the Minister of War, in which they protested against the 
ill-treatment of Jewish soldiers in Rumania. The Minister promised an 
enquiry into the matter. 

De. M. Ebner bas had an interview with the Rumanian Premier con. 
cerning Jewish problems. Mr. Bratiano expressed his pleasure at the 
assurances of Dr. Ebner that the Jews could devote their attention to the 
building of a Jewish National Home in Palestine and at the same time 
loyally do their duty to the countries in which they at present reside. 
Dr. Ebner also explained to the Premier that the Jews in Bukowina and 
Bessarabia must be given ample time to acquire a knowledge of the 


Rumanian language. 


The Government has definitely decided not to insert the Minority 
Clauses in the Constitution, as Parliament had already ratified the Peace 
Treaty and the Minority Clauses. 


Pogrom Preparations in Hungary. 

The cold-blooded manner in which the Hungarian pogromists conduct 
their work is exemplified by the fact that they announce beforehand that 
they are preparing their pogroms. Such an announcement is at present 
causing a panic among the Jewish population in Western Hungary, where 
statements have been circulated that pogroms will be carried out on a 
large scale on Sunday, August 20th. The Jewish population in the 
threatened districts are fleeing to the capital. 

The Mult es Jovo devotes an editorial to these pogrom announcements, 
headed, “It Is Starting Again.” The paper expresses the hope that this 
time the Jews will hit back. 

A number of anti-Jewish organisations have joined together under 
the name of “ League for the Protection of the Apostolic Cross.” The 
leaders of the new organisation are Commandant Hejjas and Deputy 
George Hir. Naturally, the Union of Awakening Magyars bas joined the 


federation. Mass meetings to celebrate the fusion are being held up and 
down the country.—/.C.B. 


Official Inquiry into Murder of Jews in Rumania. 


[From our Correspondent. | VIENNA. 

The King of Rumania has requested the Premier to make personal 
investigations into the circumstances which led to the shooting by the 
Rumanian authorities of forty Jews who had been liberated by the 
Hungarian police and transported to Rumania. 

According to the latest information from Oedenburg, the Hungarian 
anti-Semitic authorities threaten the Jews with pogroms. They also 
detain and torture innocent rich Jews, with the object of extorting 
money from them. At Budapest the Jew Landau and his son were 
crucified by the Hejjas gang. 

The Hungarian Premier has issued a circular to the Press, requesting 
it not to throw the blame for the high cost of living on the Jews and the 
ae offenders will have to auswer for their conduct in a Court of 
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The League of Nations and Jewish Affairs. 


At a meeting of the Joint Foreign Committee held last Monday, the 
Secretary presented a report on the recent meeting of the Council of the 
League of Nations in London, of which the following is an extract: 

1. The main business of the Council of the League of Nations at ite London 
meeting last month was to consider the Mandates for Palestine and Syria. The 
Joint Committee are familiar with the difficulties which arose and the decisions 
finally arrived at. Both Mandates were approved, subject to certain differences 
between France and Italy in regard to the Svrian Mandate being adjusted by 
direct negotiation between those Powers. When this is done, the Mandates 
will come into force automatically. As the Joint Committee was one of the 

ublic bodies which called upon the Council to approve the Palestine Mandate 
suring its Jaly session, I thought it proper to attead the pablic meeting of the 
Council on July 24th as representing the Committee. 

2. The Council also dealt with certain Minority questions and questions 
relating to the Russian Famine and Russian Refugees in which the Jewish 
Community are interested. 

3. The most important of the Minority questions related to the third 
part of the German-Polish Convention concerning Upper Silesia which was 
signed last May and was now submitted to the Council of the League 
of Nations for ite guarantee. This third part consists of 95 Articles 
dealing exclusively with the rights of the Minorities in the two sections 
of Upper Silesia and it marks a great advance in the development of the 
Minorities system. It not only clears np certain ambiguities which disfigure the 
origina! Minority Treaties but it provides a more comprehensive and effective 
machinery for satisfying the cultural needs of Minorities and for the remedy of 
their grievances. This is eepecialiy the case in the chapters dealing with 
schools and with @ppeals to the League of Nations. Separate education for 
Minorities is provided not only in the shape of Minority Schools, but also in 
Minority Classes and Minority Courses of Instruction in State Schools where 
only-smai! numbers of Minority children attend. The conditions under which 
these schools, classes, and courses of sustruction are established are quite 
automatic and are regulated by the number of children available under cach 
category. in cases of infraction of Minority rights appeals to the League of 
Nations are uo longer dependent on the caprice, indifference, or interested 
motives of the State members of the Conunci! of the League. Local bodies 
culminating in & mixed Commission are appointed to nvestigate the 
grievances of Minorities, and if the decisions of these bodies are not 
accepted by the Minorities the latter have a right of direc ippeal to the 
Council of the League. This/is aradica!l improvement in the procelure laid 
down in the Guarantee Article of the old Treaties, and it resembles very closely 
the draft Article unsuccessfully submitted to the Paris Peace Conference 
in 1919 by the Joint Foreign Committee with the support of Lord Robert Cec}!. 
The participation of Jews in these Minority Rights is faliy secured, and 
no fewer than eleven Articles specifically refer to them in this connection. 

i. The Counci! had aiso under consiteration appeals from the Hungarian 
and Bulgarian Gov ernmentsfor the protec .ion o! Miaoritie: of their co nationals 
in certain countries adjacent to their frontiers. These involved no Jewish 
interest. Nevertheless, the new-born zea! of the Hungarians for Minority 
Rights is encouraging when one recalis how flawrantiv these Rights are being 
trampled upon in Hungary itself. 

5. In regard to the Russian famine and Russian refugees, the High Com- 
missioner, Dr. Nansen, presented two luminous reports, which were received 
with marked sympathy. The facts recited by Dr. Nansen have for the most 

art been already reported upon by me in connection with my work in Geneva. 
tis, however, noteworthy that in his report on the famine Dr. Nansen does not 
share the optimistic view that the coming harvest wii! render further relief work 
unnecessary. On the contrary, he estimates that while a considerable harvest 
will be gathered in, it will fail short of a nurma! Russian harvest by at least 
twenty million tons of cereals. During the coming year the region which will 
be most severely affected will be the Ukraine. In his report on the refugees, 
Dr. Nansen referred in terms of high appreciation to the assistance he had 
received from the delegate of the Jewish Colonisation Association and Allied 
Jewish Societies. The Council approved the ‘‘arrangement”’ in regard to 
certificates of identity for Russian refugees drawn up by the recent Govern mental 
Conference at Geneva, and agreed to recommend it for adoption to al! the State 
members of the League. 

4. During the sittings of the Council! I availed mygelf of the opportanity of 
discassing with the permanent officials of the League certain other questions 
which have been the subject of corfespondence between the Joint Committee 
and the League, but which are not yet ripe for submission to the Council. 
With regard to the *‘ Numerus Clausus’’ in Hungary, I ascertained that the 
Sub-Committee of the “ouncil appointed to consider the complaint of the Joint 
Foreign Committee and the reply of the Hungarian Government, had continued 
their sittings in London and bad applied to the Hungarian Government for 
further information in elucidation of the defence they bad placed on record. 1 
obtained the impression that the whole question is being thoroughly investigated 
by the Sub-Committee. 
September meeting of the Council. 


The report also dealt with negotiations still pending between the 
Joint Committee and the permanent officials of the League of Nations 
relative to the procedure of the Council in connection with appeais under 
the Minority Treaties and other confidential! matters.

Jewish Orphans. 
HOME FOR THE INFIRM. 


(From our Correspondent. | AMSTERDAM. 


Of the Jewish orphanages in Holland, the one situated at Utrecht, 
which celebrated the fiftieth year of its existence last year, has a fine 
record of work to its credit. The institution is proud to boast of the fact 
that not a few of its past pupils have obtained positions of influence both 
in the community and outside. ‘The inmates are composed of orphans 
bailing from all parts of the country, and the annual report, just issued, 
refers to an important part of the work which takes the form of indi- 
vidual study of each child’s natural bent. Pupils showing more than 
average ability are sent to receive their education at the higher secular 
schools, returning to the Orphanage as their home at the conclusion of the 
school day. Orphans who are apprenticed to trades are maintained at 
the institution until they have so far advanced as to become more or less 
self-supporting or until their terms of apprenticeshipexpire. The annual 
report refers to the continued satisfactory health of the inmates and to 
the fact that for five weeksin the year the pupils are given a change of air 
atthe Holiday Home of the Central Jewish Orphanage. Anxiety isshown 
by the governing Council with regard to the financial stability of the

institution, and the community at large is called upon to give added 
material assistance. 

A home for aged and infirm Jews is to be erected in Amsterdam, 
The proposal has been on foot for some considerable time ; and the Com- 
mittee had already obtained a plot of land of 1,000 square metres in the 
centre of the city, on which it was proposed to build an institution to 
house 150 inmates at an estimated cost of 400,000 guiden. A portion of 
this amount had been collected from local Jewry, but not sufficient to 
warrant the starting of building operations. Now, however, the Mayor, 
on behalf of the City Council, has announced that the Council! is prepared 
to grant a loan of 250,000 gulden for the purpose. This will enable an 
early start to be made with the erection of the building, and the founds- 
tion-stone is expected to be laid shortly. 


A New Synagogue in ‘Johannesburg. 


The foundation stone of a new synagogue which is to be erected for 
the North Johannesburg Congregation in the Berea district, was laid on 
July 12th, with the usual ceremony, by Mr. Harris A. Behrmann, to whom 
a silver trowel was presented. In the course of an address delivered by 
Mr. L. H. Bermann, the President, he said that the Congregation was 
founded in 1911, and that since then services had been held on the High 
restivals in the Corona Temple. The synagogue which was about to be 
built would satisfy the religious needs of the local Jewish residents, and 
when completed would have cost £10,000. The service was conducted 
by the Rev. S. Steinberg, and a sermon was delivered by the Kev. H. 
Lipschitz, Mr. 8. Saharin and Mr. H. A. Behrmann were the lay 
speakers. The honorary officers, in addition to the President, are: 
Messrs. 5S. Schatz, Vice-President; L. J. Markowitz, Treasurer: Percy 
Cowen, Secretary: and A. Behrmann. Trustee. 


Rebuilding of Salonika. 


According to the papers a company has been formed with a capital 
of ten million drachmae for the reconstruction of those parts of Salonika 
which were burned down in the great fire. Five millions of this sum are 
stated to have been subscribed by the National Bank of Greece, three 
anda half million by Jewish capitalists, and the remaining one and a balf 
millions by Salonika Greeks. M. Mallah, an Israelite member of the 
Chamber, will be president of the company.—/icu/cr, Athens. 


The Ex-Kaiser and the Jews. 


AN ALLEGED INTERVIEW. 


Described as a former member of the German Imperia! Diplomatic 
Service, Baron Clemens Radowitz-Nei, who is at present in America, has 
contributed what purports to be an interview with the dethroned 
monarch to one of the newspapers. In the course of his contribution, 
the Baron observes: 

The former Emperor had a very great respect for Dr. Rathenan’s ability, 
but considered him a great danger to Germany. lIaothe first place, Rathbenaa 
was a Jew, and the Kaiser had come apparently to believe that the Jews are at 
the bottom of most of the troubles in Germany and Europe. 

The ex- Kaiser is reported as saying: | 

\ Jew cannot bea patriot. -He is something different—like a bad insect. 
He must be kept apart—out ofa place where he can do mischief—even by pogroms 
if necessary. The Jews are responsibie for Bolshevisin in Russia and in Germany, 
too. I was far too indulgent with them during my reign, and I bitterly regret 
the favours I showed to prominent Jewish bankers and business men. 
Speaking of the Rathenau crime, the Baron said that the motive, he was 
convinced, was not monarchist but simply anti-Semitic, because since 
the Armistice wealth in Berlin had passed to Jewish profiteers. The 
feeling against them is very different from, for example, the feeling 
towards the Warburgs and similar Jewish families in Hamburg. the 
Warbargs are respected because they are producers. The Jewish 
profiteers in Berlin are generally disliked. 


The Murder of Rosa Luxemburg. 

Ex-Lieutenant Krill, who bad been previously arrested by the 
military on suspicion of being implicated in the assassination of Rosa 
Luxemburg during the troubled time that followed the Armistice in 
Berlin, is now again in custody on the same charge. It is alleged that 
the investigation, now in the hands of the civil authorities, has disclosed 
fresh facts justifying his arrest.— euler. 


Activities of the “ O.R.T.” 
AGRICULTURAL COLONIES IN THE UKRAINE. 


. The efforts to re-establish the Jewish Colonies in the Ukraine, and to 
help them in the sowing campaign during this autumn, have been crowned 
with considerable success. 

In addition to the means granted by Russian and Foreign Sections of 
the “ O.R.T.” for this purpose, the great Jewish Organisations of the 
West contributed very generously towards this action. The Fund 
for the Relief of the Jewish Victims of the War in Eastern 
Europe granted at their last meeting £3,000 for seeds and 
agricultural implements. The Joint Distribution Committee granted 
100,000 dollars, of which a considerable part has already been used. The 
agronomists of the Joint Distribution Committee, together with the 
representatives of the Central Board of the O.R.T. in Russia, take part 
in the work of a Special Agricultural Committee formed by the O.R.T. in 
Charkoff, and the Joint Distribution Committee placed at the disposal of 
this Committee 50,000 dollars. Mr. Feinleib, who is one of the repre- 
sentatives of the Central Board of the O.R.T. in Russia, has also obtained 
from the Joint Distribution Committee 10,000 dollars for the purchase of 
scythes. The Executive of the * Conference Universelle de Secours aux 
Juifs” have also favourably received the representation of the O.R.T. 
regarding the Ukrainian Jewish Colonies, and granted the O.K.T., out 
of the means placed at their disposal, 100,000 francs. 

‘Lhe general position in the colonies is improving, and considerable 
numbers of people who fled from there in February and March, bave 
returned and work again on their flelds. A few more efforts in the same 
direction, and there is every reason to believe that most of the former 
colonists will be on their feet again.— {COMMUNICATED.]

THE SITUATION IN EKATERINOSLAV. 


In a letter which the Federation has received from its appointed 
Committee in Ekaterinoslav, the following statements are made : 

We bave received your parcels and distributed them to more than eighty- 
seven people. As the number of the people who need them is tremendous, we 
have had to divide the parcels. The famine in our town is terrible. According 


to the statistics of the burial society, 75 to 80 per cent. of all the dead are those 
who have perished trom starvation, or weakness caused by starvation. 
Ekaterinoslay is unrecognisable, empty and ruined by civil war. It is hardly 


possible to earn anything and jp ople who bave no money perish from starva- 
tion. The number of dead exceeds tifty-tive persons a day, while before the war, 
in a population twice as congested as now, the same number of dead fellina 


month. Our food centre issues 400 dinners for adults every day. We have 
dewided to increase that number to 700. It is necessary to increase the help as 
the dving out of the whole nation is taking place speedily. Ninety per cent. of 


the whole population are enduring all sorts of privations, and of these 70 per 
cent. are half starved. 


CHRISTIAN SYMPATHY. 

Miss Constance M. Finn, on behalf of the Christian Ladies’ Society 
in Hammersmith, bas forwarded the sum of £50 to the Federation of 
Ukrainian Jews, per the Chairman of the Financial Committee, Mr. 
Matthew Kelly. This sum is donated for the relief of the destitute Jews 
in the Ukraine, in token of Christian sympathy.— COMMUNICATED. | 


RELIEF TO THE UKRAINE, 


During the past six months, the Jewish World Relief Conference has 


shipped to Russia and the Ukraine, in favour of the Jewish agricultural 
colonies, victuals, medicaments, seeds, machinery, clothing, linen, and 
shoes to the value of three and a half million francs (nearly £70,000). ‘The 
shipments were sent through Italy and Bessarabia (across the Dniester) 
except a portion of the food supplies which were forwarded by the 
American Relief Administration and Dr. Nansen’s Organisation, and 
which were especially destined for the Children’s Kitchens that the 
Jewish World Relief Conference is opening in the Ukraine. 


Foreign and Dominion News Items. 


A hundred Jewish houses have been destroyed by fire at Lysibik 
(Poland). 


Three hundred Jews were injured in a railway accident near Kieff. 

The American Joint Distribution Committee has disbursed three 
hundred and thirty-five million Polish marks in grants to Jewish Loan and 
Co-operative Societies in Poland, 

The League of Nations has addressed an inquiry to the Agudath 


Yisrael in Warsaw, asking it for particulars of the persecution of the 
Jewish religion in Russia. 


The Polish Government has given satisfactory assurances to the 
League of Nations regarding the treatment of Russian refugees in Poland. 


The Jewish population in the district of Upper Silesia occupied by 
Poland is rapidly decreasing. Almost all the Jews have left Plesz, and 
at Rybnick only twenty-two Jewish families remain from a total of 
ninety -seven. 

At Radom the police have closed all Jewish Trade Unions. 


The Polish Government has declined to describe Jews in their pass- 
ports as members of the Jewish nationality. 


The Jewish soldiers in Eastern Galicia have protested ‘against the 
order compelling them to attend the Christian prayers. 

The editor of the anti-Semitic organ, the Vollischer Beobachter, in 
Munich, has been fined 1,500 marks for libelling Rabbi Dr. Beerman. 

A high Spanish official was present at the synagogue at Sofia at the 
installation of Chief Rabbi Dr. Freier. The cflicial was deeply moved by 


the signs of attachment to Spain, which the Jews of Spanish origin still 
show. 


13,728 Jews arrived in the United states during the past nine months, 
and 607 Jews left the country. 


The Sports Council of Vienna has decided not to subsidise sporting 
clubs which exclude Jews from membership. 
A German Nationalist Society has been formed in Austria, the 


members of which must have no Jewish friencs and no Jewish blood in 
their veins. 


A number of Jews have been molested in the trains in Hungary, and 
some have even been thrown out of the carriages. 1 

The World Kelief Conference has received 100,000 lei from the Chora 
Synagogue at Kishineff, 60,000 lei from the local Emigration Committee. 
and 63,000 lei from the orthodox community of Oradia-Mare (Transy! 
vania) for the suffering Jews in the Ukraine, where starvation is 
continually increasing. It has also received many donations for the 
fand in aid of the Jewish savants in Russia. i 

The extent of the catastrophe that has befallen the Jews in Ukraine 
can be judged from the following facts. At Mayaki the entire male 
Jewish population perished from starvation. Only widowsare left in the 


town. At Otchakoff and Cherson nearly half of the male population 
haye vanished. 


A hundred and fifty Jewish orphans from Ukraine have left Warsaw 
for Palestine, under the leadership of Mr. Belkind. 


The General Secretary (Mr. Percy Cowen) of the Jewish Relief, 
Reconstruction, and Orphans Fund for the Transvaal, writes to us that 
this Fund, of which Johannesburg is the centre, is, unaided by any other 
relief funds in South Africa, maintaining 1,300 children in the Ukraine 
through the Agency of the Jewish World. Relief Organisation in Paris. 


An alleged Jewish Orphanage in Brooklyn has been closed by the 
order of the police. The neighbours complained that the constant dancing 
and noise lasting throughout the night interrupted their rest.

WHEN WERE THEY THERE ? 


By E. DAVID GOITEIN, 


In the course of an interview given to the Jewish Chronicle by 
the Rev. Dr. Maurice Harris in your last issue, we read of Rameses as 
the Pharaoh of the Exodus and Menephtha as the Pharaoh ofthe Exile. 
This no doubt was the theory some years ago, but the advances made by 
Egyptology in recent years have made it quite untenable. In the first 
place, the discovery of the“ Israel Stele” in which Menephtha tells of his 
victory over Palestinians including the people of Israel, led to patching of 
the theory at once. It was supposed that there must have remained 4 
section of the people in Palestine that had never gone down to Egypt, 
for which there was not a scrap of evidence. It was supposed that there 
had been two Exoduses, one earlier under X and one later under Moses 
again with not a scrap of evidence to support the assumption. It was 
merely a question of building up enough theories to support the origina! 
fallacious one. 

In the second place, the Tell-el-Amarna tablets told us of Khabiru, in 
whom scholars are beginning to recognise Hebrews, breaking into Pales. 
tine centuries before Menephtha. At first the connection}between Khabir:: 
and Hebrews was denied and t‘is gave a longer lease of life to the older 
theory. To-day, however, it is widely accepted. What then of the older 
theory” 

A newer, though tentative, hypothesis which seems to come much 
nearer to the truth, is that of Dr. Hall in bis brilliant “ Ancient History 
of the Near East.” He has been followed more recently by the author of 
“Nile and Jordan.” As Dr. Hall points out, his hypothesis veers towards 
that of the old Jewish historian, Josephus. Josephus was in 
possession of works which have been lost to us, while we are in possession 
of information of which he had no knowledge. Dr. Hall's theory is far 
more complicated, and at points is in marked disagreement with Hebrew 
tradition. There are difficulties to be overcome in his theory, but we will 
deal with the theory first and the difficulties afterwards, 

It is well known that between the twelfth and the eighteenth 
dynasties in Egyptian history there is almostacomplete gap. Each year 
brings to light new objects and new information with regard to ‘this 
period, but our knowledge is st''l hopelessly scanty. This was due to the 
incursion of hordes of Syrians and Palestinians into Egypt. They drove 
out the old Egyptian king, set one of themselves up as leader, destroyed 
the temples and introduced their own gods and caused such confusion in 
Egyptian life that when they had been driven cut (perhaps some centuries 
after their arrival) they were looked upon as the most abominable 
criminals that had ever set foot on Egypt. Josephus had said that these 
Palestinians were his ancestors the Hebrews, Dr. Hall thinksit likely 
that if the Hebrews were not these hated foreiguers they were probably 
a part of them, or perhaps had come down while these foreigners were 
ruling Egypt. It is certainly a peculiar coincidence, if nothing more, that 
one of these foreign kings bore the name of Jacob (| Yakeb-hal). 

. Given that the Hebrews entered Egypt when the Palestinian chiefs 
were ruling, it remains to be seen who was the King that enslaved them. 
If it were Kameses II., as the older theory supposed, then after the 
expulsion of the foreign kings the Hebrews must have remained in 
Egypt for four centuries without any interference. Can one possibly 
suppose that, after all these centuries of undisturbed possession of the 
rich district of Goshen, they would be suddenly enslaved? The thing 
is unthinkable. Hebrew tradition says: “There arose a new king over 
Egypt, who did not know Joseph.” Why not” Suppose one were to 
say: “There arose a new king (Edward VII.) over England, who 
did not know Gladstone.” Such ignorance would be unpardonable! 
Suppose, on the other hand, since 1720, England had been overrun 
by dancing Dervishes, who had appointed Ibn Yusuf as their food 
controller, with the result that the Yusulites had been allowed to stay in 
Wales, and that then a descendant of George I. arose and drove out the 
Dervishes; it wou'd be quite reasouable to say “there arose a king who 
knew not Ibn Yusuf." We could quite understand. too, his action in 
enslaving the Welsh- Yussufites for fear that they might join in an attempt 
made by the dancing Dervishes again to become rulers of England. 

Who, then, answers to the “descendant of George I.” in Egyptian 
History? None other than Aahmes I. It is he that must be considered 
as the Pharaoh who enslaved the Hebrews. In the great and successful 
war which he had weged against the foreigners he had captured many 
prisoners, among them Hebrews. ‘These he put to work to rebuild the 
palaces and temples which had been ruthlessly destroyed by the Pales- 
tinian invaders. This fits in so well with the probabilities of the case, 
that it may be said to be plain sailing so far. 

At this point we are cffered a pill which, however much it may be 
sugared over, is not easy to swallow. Instead of the “forty years in the 
desert,” to which Hebrew tradition again and again refers, Dr. Hall 
would substitute something like two hundred years. It is true that 
accurding to the Bible none of those who left Egypt (with the exception 
of Joshua and Caleb) ever entered DPalestine, which is extremely difiicult 
to understand if they were there only forty years. Had everybody died 
under fifty? No wonder the people complained, “Would that we had 
died in Egypt!” Dr. Hall argues that forty is merely a round number, 
meaning any large number, a century or two. It we can accept this, 
then the rest of the theory runs very smoothly, and is in fact so ingenious 
as to demand most serious consideration. 

Aahmes dates are ¢ 1580-1559, Go forward two hundred years, and 
you come to 1js0-155, the reign of that brilliant visionary Akhenaten. 
This, according to Hall, is the time when the Hebrews under Joshua 
broke into Palestine. 

There are two lines of evidence which support this. Akhenaten was 
a “pacifist.” He would have nothing to do with war. He built 
himself a new capital on the margin of the desert where he lived with his 
followers. Palestine was then under the thumb of Egypt. Akhenaten 
had no desire to keep it soif that required war. The Egyptian Governors 
in Palestine squealed for help. None came. Palestine, then, was open to 
determined newcomers. Here was a people on the borders of the 
country whose warcry, “Be strong and brave!” was ready to re-echo 
throughout the land. The Hebrews rushedin. Fire and sword were let 
loose. The wandering Hebrew slaves had founda home! Be strong and 
brave! \Yes—and the landis yours! No wonder it is just at this time 
we find frantic appeals for help to the King of Egypt because the Khabiru 
or Hebrew were destroying everything everywhere. No wonder Rahab 
told Joshua’s spies ‘we have heard what ye did unto thetwo kings of the 
Amorites . . . as soon as we heard our hearts did melt, neither did! 


there remain any more courage in any man.” No wonder Joshua told his 
men, “All the inhabitants of the land faint because of us!” 
If, then, the Hebrews broke into Palestine in the time of Akhenaten 
we can understand how Israel was in Palestine in the days of Menephtha.

THE LATE Mr. WILLIAM WILLIAMS. 

The death of Mr. William Williams has removed one who was 
possessed of high talents and employed them largely for the benefit of 
the synagogue service. 

Son of the world-renowned Chavan Chaim Wasserzug, he gained a 
thorough acquaintance with the liturgy and its music at an early age. 
His knowledge of Hebrew, too, was above the ordinary, and he composed 
a number of poems in the sacred tongue when quite a youngster. 

Having studied at the Musical Conservatoires of Petrograd and 
subsequently of Berlin he became an accomplished pianist and composer, 
and several of his pieces for the piano, including one based on traditional 
Jewish melodies under the title “ Fantasia Hebraica,” have been published 
at various times. But he was never happier, nor indeed more effective, 
than when he was composing for the Synagogue. For he cherished an 
affection for the traditional service and its melodies which even bis 
advanced views and his admiration of modernism could not quench. 

Some of his compositions are incorporated in the well familiar 
“Voice of Prayer and Praise,” while others were included by his father 
in his own famous works, the harmonisation of the whole of which passed 
through the son’s hands. A number of his manuscripts are left un- 
published, several of them in various synavogues, for which they were 
written by special request. Only two or three months before his death 
he wrote a melody for // Acioheinu for the Brixton Synagogue, at whose 
services he bas been a regular attendant, and on more than one of whose 
committees he served faithfully to his very end. 

May those who mourn his loss find solacein the knowledge that his 
name will be remembered with a blessing by many a worshipper who 
will be led to devotion by bis sweet and sacred melodies!—From the Rev.

There is plenty of time, too, for the Judges, for which there certainly is 
not under the Rameses Menephtha theory. 

Lastly, we must look at the two objections based on the divergence 
of this theory from Hebrew tradition. We have already referred to the 
“forty yearsin the wilderness ” having been multiplied by five, necessary 
for the theory, but difficult to support. Secondly, the treasuries which 
the Hebrews are said to have built are at Pithom and Kameses. This 
necessitates the Rameses theory. Hall replies that the names were used 
by a later writer because they were Egyptian, and not necessarily the 
names of the actual treasuries built by the Hebrews. He points out 
that the name given by Pharaoh to Joseph is good Egyptian, but an 
Egyptian name in use long after, and not at the time of Joseph. This is 
the second pill we have to swallow. 

Sinée in this theory there are only two, and in the older twenty-two 
pills to swallow, it would seem wiser to accept the newer theory till 
fresh evidence throws new light on a dark but fascinating subject.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK:

“And Nabal answered David's servants, and said, who is David, and 
who is the son of Jesse? There be many servants nowadays that breakaway 


every man from his master. Shall 1 then take my bread and my wa'er, and 
my flesh that I have killed fur my shear rs, and give it unto men whom I 
know not whence they be’ "—I. Samuel, rrv., 10, 11. 


This is one of the earliest cases recorded in the Bible in which the 
interests of the employer and the employed, the man of wealth and 
the man of work, stood, or seemed to stand, in antagonism to cach 
other. Nabal, the wealthy sheep-master, fed his flock in the pastures 
of Carmel. David was leader of a band of men who got their living 
by the sword on the same hills—outlaws whose excesses he in some 
degree restrained, and over whom he retained a leader's influence. A 
rude irregular honour was not unknown among those flerce men. They 
honourably abstained from injuring Nabal's flocks. They did morc; 
they protected thei from all harm against the marauders of the neigh. 
bourhood. By the confession of Nabal’'s own herdsmen, “they were a 
wall unto them both by night and day, all the time they were with them 
keeping their flocks.” Andthus a kind of right grew up, irregular enough, 
but sufficient to establish a claim on Nabal for remuneration of these 


services; a new claim, net admitted by him, reckoned by him an. 


exaction, which could be enforced by no law; only that law which is 
above all statute-law, deciding according to emergencies, an indefiuite, 
instinctive sense of fairness and justice. David presented a demand, 
moderate and courteous enough. It was refused by Nabal, and added to 
_ the refusal were those insulting taunts of low birth and outcast condition 
which are worse than injury, and sting, making mén’s blood run fire. There 
remained nothing but the trial by force.  “Gird ye on,” said David, 
“every man his sword.” It had come to this: whether David with his 
ferocious and needy six hundred mountaineers, united by the sense 
of wropg, or Nabai with his well-fed and trained hirelings, bound by 
interest and not by love to his cause, were stronger. Which was the 
more powerful—want whetted by insult, or selfishness pampered by 
abundance ; they who wished to keep by force, or they who wished to 
take’ An awful and uncertain spectacle. but a spectacie exhibited in 
every country where rights are keenly felt, and duties lightly regarded, 
whore insolent demand is met by insulting deflamce. Wherever classes 
are held apart by rivaly and selfishness instead cf being drawn together 
by sympathy, there exist the forces of collision. 


' Throughout, Nabal’s conduct was built upon the assumption of his own 
superiority. He wasa manof wealth. David was dependent on his own 
daily efforts. Was not that enough to settle the question of superiority 
and inferiority? It was enough on both sides for a long time, till the 
falsehood of the assuimption became palpable and intolerable. The evils 
of poverty are comparative—they depend on climate. In warm climates, 
where little food, no fuel, and scanty shelter are required, the sting is 
scarcely felt till poverty becomes starvation. They depend on contrast. 
Far above the point where poverty becomes actual famine, it may become 
unbearable if contrasted strongly with the unnecessary luxury and 
abundance enjoyed by the classes above. Where all suffer equally, men 
bear hardship with cheerfulness; but where the suffering weighs heavily 
on some, and the luxury of epjoymentis outof all proportion monopolised 
by a few, the point of reaction is reached long before penury has become 
actual want. Or, again, where wealth or rank assumes an insulting, 
domineering character; when contemptuous names for the poor are 
invented, and become current among the more unfeeling of a wealthy 
class, then the falsehood of superiority can be tolerated no longer. 
Then do not envy honours which are meekly borne, nor wealth which 
is unostentatious. Now it was this which brought matters to a crisis. 
David had borne poverty long—nay, he and his men had long 
endured the contrast between their own cavern homes and Nabal’s 
coiforts. But when Nabal added to this those pungent, biting sueers 
which sink into poor men’s hearts and rankle, which are not forgotten, 
but come out fresh in the day of retribution—" Who is David, and who is 
the son of Jesse? There be many servants nowadays that break away 
every man from his master”"~—then David began to measure himself with 
Nabal. Was Nabal a wiser, better, or even a stronger man than David? 
Who is this Nabal’ Intellectually a fool, morally a profligate, drowning 
reason in excess of wine at the annual sheep-shearing ; a tyrant over his 
slaves, overbearing to nien who only ask of him their rights. Then rose 
the question which Naba! had better not have forced men to answer for 
themselves—By what right does this possessor of wealth lord it over men 
who aro inferior in no one particular. 

We may notice an apparent inconsistency in David's conduct. David 
had received ivjury after injury from Saul, and had only forgiven. One 
injury from Nabal, and David is striding over the hills to revenge his 
wrong with naked steel. How came this reverence and irreverence to 
mix together’ Because Saul had a claim of authority on David's 
allegiance, Nabal only one of rank. Saul was God's anointed, 
invested with the majesty of kingship, before which men might 
rightly bow down. But Nabal was a worthless man whose only 
pretension to superiority consisted in his wealth. And there is no 
superiority in mere wealth or rank as such. Only when wealth and 
rank prove their fitness to rule, when they watch over the weak and 
the poor and the defenceless, and protect them from harm, may they claim 
that reverence and fealty and allegiance which are due from an inferior 
to a superior. Patriarchal reverence, feudal loyalty, must be won 


by patriarchal virtues and feudal superiorities. The subject will be 
continued. 


Cambridge Summer Meeting. 
JEWISH SECTION. 
[From a Correspondent. | 


The successful Cambridge Summer Meeting concluded on Friday last 
with a farewell Conversazione and speeches in the afternoon. 

On Tuesday afternoon Mr. Herbert Loewe addressed the Section 
upon his experiences in India, describing the various native types and 
laying stress upon the caste drawback to the National prosperity. It 
was seen that the Brahmin has almost a monopoly of the learned 
professions among the Hindus, to the exclusion of others probably more 
suitable, yet barred by Caste Laws. A series of humorous descriptions 
of the Babu mind and native life generally was much appreciated. 


Ou Wednesday morning Mr. A. Weiner spoke upon “the Paris 
Sanhedrin.” A detailed description was given of matters leading to, and 
resulting from, the notableevent. This included the approval then given 
to the answer to the famous twelve questions made by the earlier meeting 
of representative men. Ia his closing remarks Mr. Weiner gave his 
opinion that Napoleon was more actuated by selfish and political motives 
than by recogaition of Jewish Citizenship rights, as the Shameful 
Decree,” which restricted our trading facilities, obviously showed. 

Dr. I. Abrahams followed with an interesting lantern lecture on 
“Ttalian Synagogues.” Many slides were shown of the Synagogues built 
in Palestine and Morocco after our dispersion, during succeeding pcriods 
to modern times. The many beautiful specimens of Italian architect ire, 
embroidery, ornamentation, and interior styles of decoration tended to 
be regulated by local styles and ideas, but influenced by Jewish signs 
and emblems. Aucient and contemporary custom among Jews also 
played its part in decoration. No especial style of architecture had 
been adiered to, but the tendency * recently-constructed European 
synagogues was towards a Roman style. 6 

. On Thursday afternoon the Rev. 8. Levy lectured on “De Rossi. 
A brief introduction was given to his life, faith, and antecedents. He 
was a famous scholar, and his researches laid the foundation of many 
modern studies and farther research. His book, “The Light of the 
Eyes,” was his life work and incorporated the result of his labours.

Sin,—If I manage to avoid partisauship, I trust in view of tho 


important principle involved you will fad space in your valuable columns 
for a protest. 

In common with many of your readers, | was greatly shocked at the 
ill-advised action of the Rev. Gatchell Isaacs, in intervening as a Jewish 
minister in the recent South Hackney by-election. 


A Jewish minister naturally has the same right and duty as a layman, 
to take his share as an individual in the country’s affairs, and nobody 
would suggest otherwise. 

[It is, however, a vastly different thing as an individual minister to 
advise one’s fellow-citizens how to vote, to using one’s position as a 
minister to address one’s congregation as such, advising them what to do. 
Such action obviously takes advantage of a post, and is a gross offence to 
many members of the congregation, who object to their spiritual leader 
dishing out partisan guidance. 

Apart, however, from the ill-advised action itself, the form of the 
appeal unnecessarily reflects on a great Party. 

The reverend gentleman invokes the names of War heroes to justify 
his support. V.C.'’s do not belong to any Party in particular. There are 
some in each Party. 

It so happens that the Party opposing the Rey. Mr. Isaacs’ champion 
also bad its War heroes. Iam no/ a member of that Party, but who can 
deny that they “ pulled their weight in the War’?” i 

Before the Rev. Mr. Isaacs played into the hands of the gallant 
Captain's Publicity Department, he might also have remembered the 
name of the Party which has consistently been a friend of Jewish 
Nationalism and Pogrom sufferers. 

It is all to the good that we all belong to different Parties, Ministers 
and laymen alike, but there can obviously be nothing more dangerous 
than for a Jewish Minister by such action as this to involve his congrega- 
tion in political and partisan propaganda.

CXLVIJII.—JEWS AND BOOKS. 
My Dear COUSIN, 


It is sometimes asserted that Jews are not particularly good buyers 
of books. Ihave often asked myself how much truth there is in this 
statement, and, recalling to mind some of the libraries I have observed 
in private houses, I must admit that perhaps the indictment is not with- 
out some foundation. I recollect, for example, one library in the house 
of some well-to-do Jews ; it consisted of a book case containing a miscel- 
laneous collection of afew novels, one or two English poets, a Hebrew 
prayer book which had seen better days, and a Bible which had apparently 
been handed down from ja previous generation. There was nothing 
distinctive about this collection; certainly there was little that was 
Jewish about it. 


A generation or two ago Jews still cultivated the old practice of 
collecting books. Say what ww will of the Ghetto spirit, the Ghetto 
bouseholds were proud of their literary treasures, and it i4 a remarkable 
tact that to-day orthodox Jews still collect Hebrew books. Itis part of 
“orthodoxy” to love and to study Jewish books. The strictly orthodox 
take a pride in beautiful editions of the prayer book and of the Scriptures, 
and even the poorest will make an effort to possess a complete set of the 
volumes of the Talmud. I wonder how many homes in Anglo-Jewry (I 
speak of homes with specifically Anglo-Jewish traditions) can boast of a 
complete set of the Taimud. I wonder bow many even possess a 
vernacular translation of this great work. Synagogues we support; many 
of us are zealous to maiotain religion classes: bat in the ‘matter of 
providing our homes with Jewish books I sometimes think that we fail in 
our duty. 


I recall yet another library in another Jewish=home. The house is 
very comfortable; {it contains a smallish room, usually termed the 
breakfast room. In it is a fiae book case, something of a work of art. 
The Encyclopedia Britannica strikes the eye by the solidity of its binding, 
the haglish poets are woll represented, and al! of them are clothed in 
beautiful and costly garments. Among the Jewish books there is a 
Jewish Encyclopedia, richly-bound festival prayer books, a history 
of the Sephardic community in London, and one or two of Mr. Zangwill's 
novels. The impression that one carried away of this collection wasthat 
it was a piece of furniture, perhaps frequently {looked at but seldom used. 

Yet lest it should be thought that devotion to literature is dying out 
in our midst, I ought to add that only the other day I saw a private 
Jewish library which did credit to its owner. It was divided roughly 
into two sections. Cae contained books such as you might expect to find 
in the home of a cultured Englishman—all manner of editions of the 
classics, a good sefection of historical and theological literature, and a 
number of books dealing with social, political, and scientific questions. 
The other section was Jewish in character. It contained an edition of 
the Scriptures with commentaries; a beautifully bound set of the volumes 
of the Talmud; and round about were Hebrew works in history, 
biography, and edification. Manifestiy the owner of this collection, 
while not a “scholar” in the narrower meaning of the word, was a man 
of Jewish culture, Yet he was a City man engaged in business all day. 


lt seems to me that a man’s collection of books of Jewish interest is a 
fair indication of the strength of what I may term his “Jewishness.” 
Our grandfathers, even in this country, still valued Jewish books highly, 
more highly certainly than we do. In my own experience I have come 
across cases of people.who have been only too anxious to get rid of books 
of Jewish interest which have been handed down to them from previous 
generations. It seems to me that Anglo-Jewry will only be able to regard 
itself as being religiously bealthy when English Jews once again take 
pride in possessing Jewish and Hebrew books. I can conceive of a state 
of things when every Jewish home wil! possess a smal! collection of such 
books. The Bible will be there, of course; so will a good edition of the 
Apocrypba, Whiston’s Josephus, and a complete set of the{Mishna. Nor 
should it be asking too much to have the whole of the Talmud on the shelves. 
There should not be wanting a good bistory ofthe Jewish people; one or 
two works on the Jewish faith ; and atleast the first volume of the Shulchan 
Aruch. Modern Jewish books, too, should be included, varying according 
to the tastes of the family. All these should form an irreducible 
minimum, and they should be augmented by borrowed booke from such 
collections as the Mocatta Library or the Library of Jews’ College. It 
seems a sad reflection that both these treasure houses of Jewish books 
should receive so little attention from the community. On thé Continent 
Jews show a better spirit in this respect. Almostevery Jewish congrega- 
tion in Germany supports a communal library, and most of the collections 
are exceedingly useful and greately appreciated. 1t would not be amiss 
if the United Synagogue were to make a grant either to the Mocatta 
Library or the Library of Jews’ College in order to enable them to be as 
up-to-date as possible. 
bringing out Jewish books; what are we as a community doing 
encourage this output? There may even be something to be said for the 
United Synagogue establishing a Central Jewish Library of its own. 


Here is a field where our ministers may with advantage bring their 
gifts of eloquence and persuasion to bear on their congregants. In and 


out of season they should insist on the necessity and the usefulness of 
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Jewish books. Our Literary Societies also should seek to bring home 
the same lesson. Unless they succeed in this ideal, they fail in 
one of their chief duties. The People of the Book must surely become 
the people of books. Without knowledge Judaism will perish, and 
without books there can be little knowledge. In olden days Judaism was 
taught in the schools of the Rabbis; to-day it can be cultivated in the 
home. 

Many writers have written in praise of books; to write in praise of 
Jewish books is a present-day need for Anglo-Jewry. For what the com. 
munity requires above all else is an enlightened membership. If only 
we know what we stand for, all would be well. If only we cultivated 
Jewish learning, empty synagogues would not need to be regarded with 
alarm. It is one of the positive achievements of the Zionist Movement 
that if has stirred men and women to study the history of their people 
and the meaning of their faith. TVhatisnosmalirerit. But the process 
must be carried further. Jews have always prided themselves on their 
enlightenment. In the Middle Ages they kept alive the lamp of learning. 
That ideal is still worthy of cultivation. It can rightly begin by furnishing 
each Jewish home with an abundance of Jewish books. Even if at first 
they are not read, I would advocate their provision. Have the books, 
and they will be read in due course by some members of the family. 
Books are not a luxury for Jews; they are a necessity, and every Jewish 
home should be proud of its collection of Jewish books.

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The Palestine Mandate. 
MR. CHURCHILL AND GOVERNMENT POLICY. 


INTERESTING CORRESPONDENCE. 


The following correspondence has, says the Jimes, passed between 


Lord Islington and Mr. Winston Churchill, the Colonial Secretary, with 
reference to a memorial which has been signed by members of both 
Houses of Parliament, urging that the consideration of the Mandate for 
Palestine by the Council of the League of Nations should be postponed : 
Colonial Office, Downing Street, 5.W.1. 
August 4, 1922. 

My dear IsLINGTON,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of the 
memorial against a mandate for Palestine signed by members of the 
House of Lords and the House of Commons, which you have forwarded 
tome. In reply I beg to offer you the following observations :— 

The House of Commons has recently, by an overwhelming majority, 
confirmed the policy to which His Majesty’s Government stand publicly 
pledged. In spite of the prolonged agitation in some of the London 
newspapers, only thirty-five members of the House of Commons voted 
against that policy. The majority, which supported the policy, com- 
prised a large majority of those voting in every party in the State: 
Conservative, Liberal, and Independent Liberal, and Labour. It is clear 
that the Government must continue to act in the sense of this decided 
pronouncement by the House of Commons. 

In the circumstances, do not you and the influential individuals 
associated with you take a very great responsibility in endeavouring to 
frustrate the course upon which His Majesty's Government are so 
definitely embarked? There is no doubt that the activities of persons in 
England opposed to the Government policy had added sensibly to our 
difficulties in Palestine. The Arab delegation, after being here a short 
time, were got hold of by individual Englishmen and prompted and 
encouraged to maintain an attitude of uncompromising obstinacy, and in 
consequence it became im possible to arrive at any satisfactory arrangement 
with them. The consequences in Palestine may, however, be much more 
serious. The kind of memorial which you have sent me will be everywhere 
circulated there as a manifesto, and the Arabs. in their ignorance of British 
political life, will be encouraged to believe that the Government is not sup- 
ported by Parliament in its Palestinian policy, that the House of Commons 
says one thing and the House of Lords says another, and that the policy 
may be changed at any moment if a violent effort is made and local 
difficulties and expense result. The whole tenor of your memorial lends 
itself to being made use of in this way. It willmot in the slightest degree 
alter the policy of His Majesty’s Government. But it will prolong and 
aggravate the conditions of uncertainty and unrest which exist in 
Palestine. It will encourage all sorts of false hopes. and may easily, by 
misleading the Arabs, provoke an outbreak directed not only against the 
Jewish colonies in Palestine, but against the British Government, its 
oflicers, agents. soldiers, and police. If this should happen, and many 
people be killed and wounded in the disturbances which may arise, you 
and your colleagues will occupy a most unenviable position, because 
without having the power to aiter the policy upon which the State has 
entered, you will have encouraged the credulous and fanatic elements in 
Palestine in a vain resistance to it. As 1 am sure this would not be your 
wish, | feel it my duty to write most plainly upon the subject.

Automatic fidelity to a Coalition Government, which has devoted 
most of its time to undoing its own work, may be meritorious from your 
point of view, but is not, I think, an acid test of patriotism. 

you declare that the memorial | have had the honour to forward to you 
will uot change the policy of His Majesty’s Government. No doubt this 
is true. It is circumstances that will compe) you in this case, asin others, 
to reconsider an impracticable policy. 

You then place the responsibility for any future bloodshed in Pales- 
tine upon the signatories. To this I take strong exception. No Govern- 
ment, least of all yours, has the right to fix an official brand of Cain on 
Constitutional criticism. The Prime Minister has followed a private 
policy of bis ownin the East. in which Parliament has had practically no 
voice. He has refused to give any serious reasons in answer to criticism. 
You would, perhaps, have been wise if you had followed his example, 
since your reasons are a simple assertion that consistency and the 
monopoly of wisdom lie with his Majesty's Government, and that all 
woo take a different view are dangerous agitators. The verdict lies with 
public opinion, which will fairly assess the responsibility, whether it 
rests with those who forced the policy sr with those who opposed it.

standing fact in both Houses of Parliament, and represents a strong feeling, vot 
to be ignored, that a possible grave injustice may be done ayvainst the best 
traditions of British policy. 


2. A distinct trend of donbt and anxiety as to the Articles of the Mandate 
exists in the country, as shown in the Press and at public meetings. ‘The 
volume of opinion in this sense is undoubted!y increasing, and gives reasonable 
cause for delay of the ratification. 

3. Bince the Declaration’ of 19:7, developments, not confined to 
Palestine, have arisen, such as to give rise to much apprehension and a 
desire for more knowledge of the changing conditions before the Government 
becomes responsible for a policy inevitably leading to the exercise of force 
against the Arab peoples, with consequent loss of life and of more British 
mocey.

The Mandate and Neo-Zionism. 


The “ Jewish Great” and the “ Jewish Small.” 


From Dr. ALEXANDER MARMOREK. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

§1n,—The official interpretation of the Mandate is a denial of the 
principles of Zionism, and the Zionist Executive have accepted this 
interpretation. They have followed this ac«wuiescence, which may have 
serious consequences for Zionism, by an appeal, declaring that the 
political aims of theé:Basle programme have been attained, but making vo 
mention of the immensely important fact of the alteration of the meaniv, 
ofthe Mandate caused by the interpretation. 

This appeal demands the greatest sacrifices from Jews, but does not 
describe the position frankly. Since it deliberately plays with words 
and consciously creates ambiguity, it must not remain uncontradicted. 

The Official interpretation, in a manner not to be misunderstood, 
takes the place of the beautiful but vague formula of the Balfour Declara- 
tion. It preserves the same label—the Jewish National Home-—but 
it explains in clear language that its purport and real essence hence- 
forth diverge very considerably from what the Zionists imagined 
the Balfour Declaration to be. The interpretation means by Jewish 
National Homea religious Jewish community, where the Jews as Jews 
are expressly excluded from any participation in the government of the 
country, and the regulation of Immigration is placed in the hands of 
declared opponents of any immigration of Jews. This is the very reverse 
of the Basle programme. Herz! and Nordau, its two creators, knew and 
proclaimed the purport which they gave to the words of the programme, 
and so did the whole Organisation, so long as it was ruled by the 
spirit of these great men. Let Nordau be publicly asked whether the 
“Home” which the Executive now represents as alone possible corres- 
ponds with what he imagined it when the text was settled twenty-five 
years ago! 

It is, unfortunately, not superfluous to repeat once more what the 


Basle programme meant by its historical and fundamental phrase— 


“publicly, legally assured home.” Before the days of Herzl, organisa- 
tions of Jews had been formed—well-intentioned, but weak, and 
insignificant rather than small—to improve the intolerable position of 
most Jews by a colonisation enterprise, and to remove a portion of them 
from the catastrophes that constantly assailed them. All these efforts 
were without the slightest result for Jewry asa whole. Herzi’s greatness 
and historical influence consisted in the fact that he took into considera- 
tion the moral just as much as the material Jewish need, and saw as the 
only cure for both the assurance of a “homeland” for the Jewish people, 
endowed with all those moral attributes which attaches to that word 
in the vocabulary of every nation. Such a Home, and not a religious 
community, was meant, wanted, ana demanded by the first Congress, 
and Nordau coined the juridical formula for it. The public, legal 
assurance is closely and indissolubly bound up with the existence of a 
real Home, and the one cannot be separated from the other. To-day the 
public, legal assurance is secured for a religious community and not fora 
Home, and to represent this as the attainment of the Basle programme 
is an insincere playing with words. 

This programme, if only on account of its human greatness, was 
worth Jews fighting one another about—brother-blood being united and 
brother-hatred being aroused among us. Our own Jewish country—tbat 
was the spirit of the Zionist creed and of the Zionist “aims.” And this 
Same spirit lies—albeit hidden—in the Balfour Declaration. The “ grand 
old man”’—whom all Jews on earth now are bound to love for his 
Sympathy with the sufferings of the Jews and for his respect for Jewish 
greatness—in the concise sentences of his letter to Lord Rothschild made 
the Basle programme a principle of the English Government. And no 
later interpretation can entirely destroy the meaning of his words, or 
prevent their having the same value to all men, the true Zionist meaning 
—not even the signature to the Churchill Statement of the Zionist 
Executive! 

The Earl of Balfour placed Zionism in the saddle with the first step 
towards its realisation. And the Zionists should have ridden. Indeed, 
circumstances could not have been more favourable for rendering possible 
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the establishment of a Jewish National Home. In England, a kind, wise, 
and great statesman, who combined the interests of his country with the 
beauty of the historical ges/¢, until the end held his protecting hand over 
the Declaration, his child. The Government was certainly ready and 
determined to keep its promise. On the other hand. there was 
the mass of Jews deeply moved by the expectation of the fulfilment 
of a hereditary hope, handed down through sixty generations. The 
tragedy, the shame, the misfortune is that those who, in the 
name of the new Judaism. should have undertaken to ride into 
the old and for the second time Promised Land, were quite unequal 
to the great task. Before quite natural, accumulating difficulties, 
they gave away step by step, abandoned piece by piece ‘/eir Mandate, 
that was delivered to them by Zionism, probably in the childish hope of 
improving the position of Zionism by increasing concessions. And in the 
end they had the temerity to set their seal to a document expressing the 
fall of Zionism, and the boldness to praise the lamentable finis of their 
policy as the fortunate attainment of the political aims of the Basle 
programme 

The consequences of this belittling of Zionism will be immense and 
manifold. (ne result stares usin the face. In speech and appeal, in 
explanations and propaganda, in promises and expectations, it wil! be 
represented on all sides as natural that-Jews throughout the world, now 
that the Mandate is ratified (the gratitude of the Jewish people towards 
the great nations remains—and remains great—and has nothing to do with 
interpretation), will participate in the restoration work in Palestine. 
Thus the fate of Judaism is necessarily bound up with the result of the 
work. The fact is, at the “great moment” the Jewish people were great. 
Atthe beginning, immediately after the Balfour Declaration. but even 
more so in the honeymoon of the world after the Peace Conference, it was 
obvious that the majority of Jews were ready to undertake the task. In 
immeasurable numbers they rushed after the Jewish ideal, quietly or 
loudly; great and small, representing all shades and all grades of those 
belonging to the race, all were enthusiastic and willing to work. 
Former adversaries, and they ‘were certainly sincere, forswore their 
feuds; those who were formerly indifferent were won over. At last 


the Jews of the world had something; besides natural charity. 
they had a field of mutual, lasting, notable co-operation. They 
were happy to build up for the future a monument of their 


common past. But this monument—in their words and in their 
feelings, in their consciousness as in their subconsciousness—could 
only be justified if it answered to the loudly proclaimed object. 
And the object was written down in the whole past of Zionism, 
in all Congress speeches, in the towering giant figure of Herz!. The 
object was to render possibie the solution, atany rate forthe greater part, 
of the question of the wandering Jews. The object was to allow Jews 
absolutely to place on the old, newly-won land the seal of their being, their 
culture, their activities, their historical progress, for which they had 
fought under «very hellish torment for 2,000 years. ‘Lhe object was not 
only the acquisition of a publicly, legally assured label, but of 
a true National Home, with all the possibilities arising therefrom. 
The chief, the most sublime object, was to procure for the Jews 
in. Palestine such a position that it might make the status 


of the other Jews of the world higher, more esteemed, more human, and) 


more worthy politically. The object was great and could only be 
“ Jewish great,” otherwise the noise made by the Zionists during the last 
twenty-five years, in the rooting up of Judaism, and of the national 
struggle would have been ridiculous. 

Will the Jews, when the great thing dissolves, be prevailed on for 
something much smaller, for something “Jewish small”’ Here lies the 
kernel of the whole matter. Who will dare to declare that the Zionism 
of the Executive has not become small by their acceptance of the 
Churcbill interpretation—tbat such a shrunken “Zionism” will ever be 
capable of fulfilling anything approaching these objects of the Move- 
ment? Who, understanding bow to examine objective and critical 
facts, sees in the new Jewish National Home, defined so remarkably but 
so clearly, something that is “ Jewish " or “national” or a “ Home”? 

Everyone who knows the history of Zionism sees how this neo-Zionism 
which, because it seeks thus to cover its overthrow, still dares to adorn 
itself with the old true colours of the Basle programme, has brought to 
light the old phantoms that one thought were long since buried: Chovevi 
Zionism and Achad Ha’am’'s “Cultural Centre.” In both directions, these 
stood in violent opposition to Herzi's policy, and Herz! and Nordaualways 
fought them unmercifully. [tis the old wound re-opened, from which 
Zionism has suffered ever since its creation; the existence and the inner 
contradiction of the two“ Zionisms” becomes once more apparent. It is not 
chance that nearly all the leading men, who thought it possible to sign this 
Churchill interpretation of the Balfour Declaration, who took it upon them- 
selves quite alone, without the mandate of a Congress, to alter the Zionist 
programme, were never “ political” Zionists in the sense that Herzl was— 
my friend Mr. Joseph Cowen being one of the few exceptions. Most of them 
were always Herzl's opponents and fought against his ideas and his aims 
—I think, because they did not understand him. Herz! was never their 
prophet, in spite of the belated and hesitating laurels with which his grave 
is now encircled. Their spiritual head has always been “Achad 
Ha'am.” 

This “ Zionism,” which had its origin in the powerless Ghetto, believed 
that a National Home could be established in opposing surroundings by 
infiltration, drop by drop. It finds its spiritual crown in the “ Cultural 
Centre,” which, to express it metaphorically, endeavours to change into 
a definite arrangement what Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakai considered as 
merely provisional. 

Zionism—true Zionism—is that of Herzl and his adherents. Its 
demands are represented as extreme, and its partisans described as 
extremists. Is this word chosen so as to discredit them and represent 
them in public opinion as a kind of Zionist anarchist? Or does it imply 
that an immense distance separates the two ideas? It is all the same! 


It may be briefly stated here: These so-called extremists are simply 
the old Herzlists who have remained faithful. They adhere to the 
unadulterated, undiluted and the only valid Zionist programme. They do 
this, not from a senseless worship of the idol of their youth. but from the 
firm conviction thatif this programme be abandoned, as has now been done 
in a striking manner by the Zionist Executive, a Jewish National Home 
can never be established, and even the material work of restoration in 
Palestine must in the highest degree be endangered. Their so-called 
extreme demands are that a land shall be secured available for the Jews 
of the entire world—not merely the $0,000 Jews of Palestine, but the 
15,000,000 scattered over the earth. Only then can one expect the best of 
their intelligence, money and energy to make Palestine flourish. A great 
voluntary sacrifice by fellow-Jews dwelling far apart can only be obtained 
and will only be given, if Jews may also expect to be able to acquire the 
great whole—the Homeland, a shrine of pride and hope. If not 
immediately, then gradually, but at a practically visible distance of time. 

To these Zionists it isa certainty that the English Government, in 
attempting to fulfil the task it has undertaken—to rebuild the land in the 
interest of all its inhabitants and alsoof humanity—will sooner or later have 
proved tothem thata Jewish religiouscommunity will notsuffice toestablish 
that of which Mr. Churchil! said that only the Jews are capable and willing. 
Without the awakening of the mystic national dream, which one cannot 
exchange for a mere label—a mere phrase—the Jews throughout the 
globe will not be urged to co-eperate. Without their co-operation the 
foreman wi'l with difficulty pant up the mountain of fulfilment, and in 
the end he will be not in the highway of his hopes but at the very 
beginning of his journey. 

lt was infinitely more important for the British Government to win 
for this work the spirit of Judaism than the signature cf the Zionist 
Executive, which Mr. Churchill succeeded in obtaining with such manifest 
ease. 

To say this frankly is of the greatest help and service. You, Bir, 
have expressed similar thoughts in many stirring leading articles. 
You have thereby defended the historical significance af the present 
moment ina courageous, worthy, and admirable manner. History and 
true Z‘onists will never forget your labours in this direction. 

Zionist representatives are to meet this week in council in Carlsbad. 
They are almost exclusively adherents of the presentregime. I think 
they will,in the solemn hours, be little disturbed by opposition speeches. 
May they be conscious of the vital importance of their decisions ' May 
they not forget that cven the most simple nation politically hasnever 
yet renounced without protest its political aims, not for itself and still 
less for coming generations! In Carlsbad there is more at stake than the 
usual appeal for money; it is the question of the Zionist Organisation, 
perhaps even of the future of the whole of Zionism. 

Those attending the Conference are at the cross-roads and theirs is 
the bounden duty to defend the principle, the life and the honour of true 
Zionism. They can do this, if they declare cleariy and calmly, in fu'fil. 
ment of a historic mission, that they cannot admit the official concurrence 
in Mr. Churchill's interpretation of the Balfour Declaration, because it 
stands in opposition to the principles the of Zionism, and 

because it makes the attainment of these aim’ impossibie for, humanly 
speaking, all time. 

This statement, however. would remain an aimless scrap of paper, 
and a mere vain attempt, if at the same time it dil not demonstrate to 
the world that the men who signed this document had overstepped thei: 
prerogative. They have placed the representatives of 2 
a fait accomp'i, and thereby inflicted severe damage upon it. Those 
composing the Zionist Executive must be repiaced by others, from whom 
one could expect that they would not for even a single Moment or ip aby 
circumstances forget that on the one hand the democratic guidance of the 
Jewish National Movement is a power that noue may renousuce will 
impunity, and on the otherthat the Jewish Home of any nationai valu 
and conceived by unyielding adherence to the principies of its rebirth 
once accepted by the people is sacrosanct. 

Just a statement without some such action as this will not tcach the 
world the real aspirations of true Zionists. It will merely prolong the 
present agony of the Organisation.

The Mandate and New York jews. 


MARKED INDIFFERENCE. 


A New York correspondent writes:—The New Yorker is capable of 
boundless enthusiasm—and abysmalindifference. Hedelightsin amazing 
others with the stupendousness of things in Gotham, regaling others with 
their slowness and slothfulness. “ Business as usual” is written al! over 
the native of this Island. He is not easily roused nor lightly startled, and 
nothing short of an earthquake would convince him that anything had 
really happened to make any difference, to “ruffle” him to the point of 


admitting that business is not as usual. 

Jewish New York apes its surroundings. Your New York Jew refuses 
to get excited. Fully two weeks now after the confirmation of the 
Palestine Mandate, New York Jewry has shown nothing so much as its 
amazing callousness. To be sure, there have been public meetings and 
private meetings, even “huge demonstrations,” in celebration of the 
event, but they appear to have made no difference to the million and 
a half Jewsof New York. Evidences of superficial rejoicing have not 
been wanting; of signs of fundamental exultation there have been none. 

The Zionist Organisation has been calling for a reinforced organisa- 
tion, an organisation comprehensive enough and authoritative enough to 
assume the responsibilities placed upon it by the Powers as the Jewish 
Agency. The Keren Hayesod has been demanding large and prompt 
subscriptions, so that the international guarantee may be translated 
immediately into the beginnings of the Jewish natior al fact. If there has 
been a rush to the Zionist colours, a noticeably rallying round the Jewish 
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national standard, or a spontaneous outpouring of money, the writer has 
not seen it. And the writer has not been blind-folded. 

The truth of the matter is that the Jew, the New York Jew, feels no 
different to-day, a fortnight after his people has regained its national 
ttature, than he did before the news of the League's decision was brought 
to him by a jubilant press. The four years since the Baifour Declaration 
ave not—official Zionist protestations to the contrary notwithstanding 
—raised his stature in his own eyes. It has not made him walk more 
proudly nor look more hopefally. No sensible change has been wrought 
to his psychology. His plans for himself are unchanged. He sees 
himself neither in the vanguard nor even the rearguard of the Jewish 
hosts that are to settle and possess Palestine. 

Neither the age-long separation nor the great distance has cooled the 
ardour of the American Jew for Palestine. So said the Earl of Balfour 
at the reception he gave to Zionists in Washington in January last. The 
statesman was not contradicted, neither then nor since. Those that 
were gathered there were full of hope that out of the mouth of this 
"“Goy” (who may rightly be included among those whom the Rabbis 
singled out as the “ just among the Gentile”) the truth was spoken. 

And yet, if public rejoicing is an index to personal happiness, New 
York Jews do not appear to be exhilarated. They are glad, of course; 
they might have been saddened if things had turned out differently. But 
this is the end of their reaction. Why itis so, few can tell. The Jews 
bave come to take the Mandate for grantec, as people have come to take 
the war and its bloody consequences for granted. Times without 
number they were told that the Mandate would be ratified, because 
it must be ratified! For that reason, perhaps, they are not thrilled now 
it has been approved. Maybe they have been “ overmandated.” 

Whatever the cause, the bitter truth must be told that two weeks 
after the greatest event in Jewish history, the Jews of blasé old New York 
are carrying on as if business were really as usual, as if the needs of the 
Zionist Organisation were the same they have always been, and the 
urgency for gigantic strides towards the Homeland task did not exist. 


Chief Rabbi Dr. Ehrenpreis on the Mandate. 


In the course of an interview accorded to a correspondent by Dr. 
Ebrenpreis, Chief Rabbi of Sweden, this well known Zionist observed: 
First of all 1 would like to make it clear that I have no desire to belittle 
“he achievements of the Zionist leaders. Theoretically, the ratification 
sf the Palestine Mandate is an event cf the utmost importance to the 
Jewish people. By their recognition of the historical connection of the 
Jewish people with Palestine, the nations have to a certain extent 
removed from us our “ pariah” stigma, and have elevated us to the rank 
of a nation possessed of its h'storic soil. That alone is of tremendous 
importance. The moral significance of this recognition is inestimable. It 
is no exaggeration to say that the decision of July 22nd in London has 
given an entirely new character to world-Jewry. 

The practical results of the ratification, however (proceeded Dr. 
Ebrenpreis)}, cannot be viewed as optimistically as appears to be the 
general inclination. We must make clear the facts, so that we should 
avoid undue expectations, which will only lead to a reaction of depression 
— disillusionment, worse than that following the decision of San 

emo. 

To begin with, we are not yet finished with the matter. There is 
still an “if” and a “but.” The Mandate does not enter into force until 
France and Italy have come to an understanding regarding Syria. When 
that will be it is impossible, bearing in mind the tardiness of (iplomatic 
negotiations, to say. 

Even more important, however, is the immigration question. This, 
the very crux of the whole Palestine problem at present, has not been 
affected one iota by the ratification of the Mandate. Everything remains 
as it was. The immigration restrictions can be removed only by the 
British Administration or by the Immigration Board with its Arab 
majority. 

What is the value of the Mandate, of all the paper and Declarations 
regarding our rights in Palestine, if we are not allowed to enter the 
country’? What is there for us to rejoice about? We are atill at the 
beginning of our work. The Mandate has not solved our problem. 

Someone bas said that the Mandate is a paper bridge. But who can 
walk over a paper bridge’? The firm bridge which we must have to lead 
us to our goal will not be built by diplomacy, but by frank and open talk 
between nation and nation; by direct understanding with the more 
sensible elements among the Arab people. 

My objection to the Executive in London is based on their over- 
estimation of the value of diplomacy, now when it is losing the trust of 
the whole world and the conviction is constantly gaining ground that the 
nations themselves have the sole right to determine their fate. 

rom the practical point of view, I should say paradoxically that, as 
long as we have not gained the confidence of the Arabs, the Mandate is of 
no use tous. And when we have come to‘an understanding with the 
Arabs we shall have no need of the Mandate. 

This with regard to the inner question. In the matter of the rélation- 
ship of Jewry as a whole towards the Palestine problem, the ratification 
of the Mandate will bring no perceptible change, if the Executive does 
not at long last decide to adopt other methods of work. Since the day of 
San Remo, | havein writing and speech maintained that world Jewry will 
not take part in the rebuilding of Palestine until we have brought about 
a unification of all our Jewish elements. I can only repeat what I said 
two years ago, in Carlsbad, and at the Conference of the Scandinavian 
Keren Hayesod in Stockholm: “The Zionist Executive must go to 
World-Jewry and say to it: ‘We hand you the keys to Palestine. We 
cannot open the doors ourselves. Thatcan be done only by the whole of 
Jewry working together in unison. Come, join us!’” The Zionist 
Organisation has not spoken so openly yet. 

Jewry has been called upon to give money to the Keren Hayesod. 
Bat World-Jewry is not content merely to share in with giving. It wants 
to share also in the control, to have a voice anda right of counsel. We 
cannot say, under these conditions, that the Keren Hayesod has been 
really successful, notwithstanding all the partial, transient successes 
which it has achieved. 

If we had called together a Jewish World-Congress, we should have 
been in a different position to-day. But it is not yet too late. 

We shail make no progress in our work if we do not unite the whole 
of Jewry in the work for Palestine. That is the task now of the Zionist 
Executive. It is much more important than all the diplomatic gains and 
all the conferences with Ministers. If the Zionist Executive cannot. or 
does not wish to do this, it has failed in its objective. The same demand 
is made in paragraph 4 of the Mandate, and this is the real meaning of 
the Jewish Agency. If I am to express my views in a few words, I will 
say that our task at the present moment is: Outside, not diplomacy, but 
conciliation and understanding between nation and nation. Inside, not 


closer party tactics, but a fusion of the whole of Jewry for th mmo 
work of upbuilding Palestine. 


THE CARLSBAD CONFERENCE, 


A FOREWORD. 


(From our Special Correspondent.) 
ON THE WAY TO CARLSBAD, 
The annual Conference of representatives of Zionist Federations 
from all parts of the world, which meets at Carlsbad on the 25th inst., is 
of exceptional interest. The gathering takes place at a most opportunc 
moment, for it is twenty-five years since the first Zionist Conference was 
held at Basle; the present Conference will, therefore, have the oppor- 
tunity of celebrating the “silver jubilee” of the founding of the Zionist 
Organisation. The Constitution provides that a Congress shall be held 
every two years, otherwise it might have been a fitting occasion to hold 
a Congress this year instead of the “ Year” Conference, which takes 
place between one Congress and another. In some Zionist quarters it is 
believed that the constitutional provision should have been waived on so 
unique an occasion, and the twenty-fifth anniversary of the foundation of 
the greatest movement in Jewry since its loss of national independence 
should have been marked by a Congrees, particularly so after the ratifica- 
tion of the Palestine Mandate. On sentimental grounds there is 42 
good deal to be said in favour of such a contention. From the 
practical point of view, however, one must be satisfied with 
a conference of representatives of Zionist Federations rather than 4 
congress composed of delegates elected by Shekel payers. The Zionist 
Organisation is faced with the most serious problems, and these can be 
dealt with much more effectively by a smaller.body, such as that of 
Federation representatives, than by delegates chosen from a million of 
Shekel payers. 


Deep regret is however expressed by many leading Zionists, notably 
those who had the great joy to be present at the first Zionist Congress, 
that it was impossible to hold the gathering at Basle, the city which 
will be eternally remembered in Jewish history as the place where Jews 
from throughout the world bad met, for the firet time in the Diaspora, to 
deliberate on the destiny of the Jewish nation. Basle, however, had to 
be ruled out for sordid reasons. The Swiss exchange is very high, 
and except for the American delegates, and perhaps ajso 
a few English representatives, it would have been almost impossible 
for delegates from other countries to participate in the gather- 
ing. Vienna was originally chosen, and it would have been 
the next suitable place to celebrate the closing of the most pregnant 
chapter in the history of Zionism inthe city where the founder of political 
Zionism lived—and died. Butthe tragic economic position in the Austrian 
capital, the insecurity of the genera! position, and the public manifesta- 
tions of anti-Semitism prompted the Zionist Executive to abandon Vienna 
and hold the Conference in Carlsbad, where the twelfth Congress was 
held last year. 

Meeting as it does soon after the ratification of the Palestine Mandate 
by the League of Nations, the Conference will be in the happy position of 
having before it the realisation of the main principles of the Basle Pro- 
gramme proclaimed a quarter of a centory ago. It is a tremendous 
achievement, and shows once more the greatness of the founder of 
political Zionism, his prevision, his sure instinct and abiding faith in the 
ultimate materialisation of what had been regarded even by some of those 
who were sympathetic to the cause, asadream. It is equally a triumph 
for Herzl’s successors. Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Sokolow and some 
of their immediate colleagues may justly be proud of having been 
associated, as they have been, with the realisation of part of the 
Zionist programme, and that in face of almost insurmountable 
obstacles and opposition. With a tenacity and devotion to the great 
national heritage they have courageously persevered, despite many 
reverses and disappointments, and they will thus be able toclose the most 
thrilling chapter in Jewish history with a work which has but one 
parallel—and that over two thousand years ago-—in the story of the 
Jewish people. 

But the very great achievements of the Zionist Movement in the 
twenty-five years of its existence put the present Conferesce into 4 
serious position. Great achievements must be followed up by corres- 
ponding deeds in order to maintain the successes, and therein lies 
the difficulty of the present Zionist position. There is grave 
misgiving in many quarters that not only Jews in general but even 
Zionists of long standing are not ripe enough for the great responsibility 
which has been put upon Jewry through the international recognition of 
the rightful claim of Jews to Palestine and its support to the rehabilita- 
tion of the Jewish National Home in that country. The situation 
is admirably set forth by “ Achad Ha’am.” To him the main importance 
of the ratification of the Mandate lies in the fact that all nations 
have testified to the historic connection of the Jewish people with 
Palestine, the Jewish people obtaining thereby the outward possibilities 
to work and to build. But he feels convinced that the ratification 
of the Mandate places the Zionists, nay, all Jews, in a much more 
difficult position than they hitherto were. The Jews, in his opinion, 
are now being submitted to the acid test. All eyes are directed to the 
Jewish people, waiting to see what it can do in given circumstances, 
to see whether the heart of the Jewish peopie still contains that living 
National force which impels a whole nation to sacrifice its utmost in order 
to attain the National goal. 

It will be the main task of the coming Conference in Carlsbad to 
devise means of attracting wider circles of Jewry and to strike a deeper 
note to the imagination of those Jews who have hitherto remained deaf 
to the crying national demand. With what success the Conference will 
achieve this, the most urgent need, remains to be seen. The other 
work with which the Conference is expected to deal includes a co- 
ordination of the various’ funds in the Zionist Movement, and the 
question of transferring certain departments to Palestine. There is, too, 
a suggestion, most stupid in the opinion of many, that some important 
department should be removed to Germany ; then again, there are rumours 
of certain important changes in the Executive. These rumours must be 
discounted, for it is hardly likely that any member of the Executive will 
withdraw until the Congress of next year. It is, however, unfortanately 
true that Dr. Berthold Feiwel, the chief director of the Keren Hayesod, 
who hasa seat on the Executive, intends to resign. One of the oldest 
Zionists (though still a young man) who worked closely with Herzl and 
therefore conversant with all phases of Zionism, Dr. Feiwel must be 
regarded an one of the ablest and most industrious workers, and it will 
be deplored if at this juncture he should withdraw from the position he 
occupies. But perhaps he will be induced by the Conference to continue

The Zionist 
Organisation, however, was prepared to let all the Jews of the world 
enter and allow them to take part in the rebuilding of Palestine. Dealing 
with the Arab question, Mr. Sokolow said that the Jews are not opposed to 
the Arab movement for autonomy in Palestine. On the contrary, they 
would support the Arab movement in this direction.

THE NEW CONSTITUTION,

The Legislative Assembly will consist of ten officials and twelve elected 
members. Adequate representation is secured for all voting minorities.

ollows : 


While Cardinal has addressed to the League of Nations a 
farther memorandum with reference 20 the representation of Roman 
Catholic interests on the mixed Commission which, under the Palestine 
Mandate, is to regulete the guardianship of the Holy Places, the Orthodox 
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Churches and States (although much weakened by Russia's temporary 
eclipse), are also exerting themselves in defence of their joint and 
respective interests. The Greek Orthodox Patriarchate at Jerusalem 
has made the first move; but doubtless the Orthodox Armenians, who, in 
the past, have been so prominently associated with the care of the Holy 
Places, will also plead for the retention of their privileges. These ancient 
and Orthodox Eastern communities have afar stronger claim to their 
say in the matter than Brazil, a State which takes pride in its “ Positivism”; 
yet, at the lasi meeting of the League Council, Brazil was inclined to 
claim a seat on the proposed Commission. 

The same correspondent writes as follows in Wednesday's issue of 
the Daily Telegraph :—Cardinal Gasparri's new memorandum on the com- 
position of the Holy Piaces Comrcission in Palestine has now been 
received in London. His Eminence renews the suggestion that the 
Commission might be constituted by the local Consular representatives of 
the eight nations figuring on the League Council which comprise five 
Roman Catholic nations, one Protestant, plus Japan and China. Sucha 
body could hardly be deemei representative of Christendom as a whole. 


Italian Immigrants for Palestine. 
TERMS EXACTED FROM GREAT BRITAIN. 

Before consenting to the Palestine Mandate going to Great Britain, 
states the Rome correspondent of the New Yor’ World, Italy exacted 
from this country certain terms, one of which provides that “a large 
number of Italian immigrants be admitted to Palestine, and that a large 
proportion of public works be done by Italian labour.” Zionists will 
doubtless recognise in this arrangement yet another indication of the 


Government's determination to set up in Palestine a National Home for 
the Jewish People. 


Irreligion in Palestine. 
A MIZRACHI RABBI’S DECLARATION. 


' Rabbi Dr. Victor Schonfeld, late Rabbi of the Adath Yisroel 
Congregation in London, and who is now, under the Mizrachi movement, 
head of the educational work in Palestine, has written an article, 
appearing in the July issue of the Jewish Forum of New York, in the 
course of which he siys: 

“The way things are going along now in Palestine is a sure path to radicalism 
which will know no law, no authority, and no God. Then it will be no longer a 
mere internal educational question on which parties may contend with each 
other. It will become a world-wide problem, bringing Jewry at large before the 
seat of judgment of the whole civilised hamanity. * You had,’ we sha!! be told, 


‘all the possibilities of free, unhampered development; your own country with 
historical associations for the mora! good and the sublime, unparalieled to any 
other stretch of jaud on the face of the globe; a language sacred to hundreds of 
millions—and the very Bible which made you the educators of the human race 


is trampled ander the feet of the lawless youth.’ Like in the days of Zerabbabel, 
this Palestinian enterprise of ours will be closely watched by a none too friendly 
world. Whatever will go wrong there will be brought tothe very door-steps of 
the Jew, no matter if he lives in new York or San Francisco, Berlin or London.”’

Before the war, the company had acquired 61,948 danams of agricultural 


land valued at £89,924, and 703,053 square metres of urban land valued at £45,662. 
During the war, the company purchased 3,077,309 square metres of urban land 
valued at £91,707.

AN AGE-LONG CONNECTION. 


In the course of an article written for the Zionist Organisation of 
America, Dr. S. Bernstein says: 


A marvellous destiny seems to have presided throughout the ages 
over the mutual! relationship between the Jewish people and the Jewish 
Homeland. It is a remarkable fact which has attracted comparatively 
little attention, that throughout the eighteen hundred years of exile of 
the Jews, Palestine, the Jewish land, bas remained without a people. 
During the countless generations that have elapsed since our dispersion 
from Palestine, no race or nation has succeeded in identifying itself 
permanently with the soil of that country, no people has been able to 
enter into that intimacy of relationship which makes a country a father- 
land. One would say thatin response to the oath taken by the Jewish 
people, “If I forget thee, O Jerusalem, may my right hand forget its 
eunning.” Palestine had taken an oath of its own, that happen what might, 
through all the centuries of our absence, it would never become to any 
other people what it once had been to us. 

For five hundred years (137—627 c.&.) Rome ruled Palestine. The 
Romans were master colonisers. They left their imprint on almost 
avery country they have ruled. Their very language has been indelibly 
impressed on many a conquered country. But Palestine remained ours 
mn the spirit, despite Rome. Even the Roman language took no root 
there. For nine hundred years (637—1517 c.B.) the Arab-Egyptian 
hegemony covered Palestine, but until this Very day their name has never 
been associated with Palestine as the children of that country, and till 
this day hundreds of thousands of Bedouins still wander in the deserts 
surrounding Palestine, and do not care to enter it. And even the Arab 
population which is to be found in Palestine cannot pretend to that close- 
ness of understanding and sympathy which makes a land and a people 
one. Till the very end of that rule, till thedays when the Arab-Egyptian 
hegemony was tottering to its fali, the language in Palestine remained a 
mixture of Aramaic and Hebrew. The Christian kingdoms, in the course 
of nearly three centuries (1019—1291), attempted in Crusade after Crusade 
to turn the country Christian—and the land baffled all their efforts. They 
could not compel her character. for four hundred years after their 
fall (15!17—1917), the Turks were masters of Palestine. Now that they 
are gone from that country, their very memory has almost vanished with 
them. There is not even so much trace left of them as would represent 
a mastery of four days. No race has succeeded iu placing upon Palestine 
the stamp of that relationship which links it forever with the Jewish 
people. 

So it comes about that the people which has not for one day in 
eighteen centuries forgotten to mention Palestine in its prayers, stands 
revealed as the only people between which and Palestine there exists 
the true elective affinity. And, as if further proof had been wanting, a 
handful of Jews, a few thousand, who returned to Palestine in the course 
of the last generation, has succeeded in doing what people after people 
failed to do; wherever it hassettled it hasturned the sullen and stubborn 
desert into smiling gardens. It has brought the magic touch which 
resides in no other hands. 

It bas added the last and crowning stone on the pyramid of proof 
that the Zionists were right in their formulation of the problem : “ Return 
the people without a land to the land without a people.”

The First Zionist Congress. 
—— 
Twenty-Fifth Anniversary. 


From Mr. P. HOROWITZ, Hon. Secretary, English Zionist Federation, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—On August 29th, 1897 (Ellul 1st), took place the great assembly 
of Jews who answered the call which our lamented leader, Dr. Herzl, 
sent out to the Jewish people in his “Judenstaat,” and constituted itself 
the first Zionist Congress. 

To-day (Ellul lst) we celebrate the twenty-fifth anniversary of that 
momentous event. In this brief period the whole Jewish outlook— 


psychological as well as political—has become completely transformed. 
rom an unorganised number of communities scattered throughout the 
world, each seeking in assimilation a dissolution of the bond that had made 
them one, the Jewish people have found in the Jewish homeland in 
Palestine a common future to unite them intheir separation and to bring 
them together in their ¢€ fforts for its realisation. 

If now there is purpose where once there was drift; if self-respect on 
the part of the Jew has called forth recognition from the rest of 
humanity, who will deny that it was the Zionist Organisation with its 
message of hope and its vision of a regenerated Israel, which has 
inexorably led to that consummation ? 

To-day, when the firat milestone has been passed, and its monument 
stands secure in the ratification by the League of Nations of the 
Palestinian Mandate, there are some Jews who think that the Zionist 
Organisation, having achieved that result, is no longer a necessity in 
Jewish life. 

Such is not the case. The Zionist Organisation, as the official 
“Jewish Agency,” will have an even greater task, a higher and broader 
responsibility, both to the Jews in Palestine and those who remain in 
other lands, than has up to now fallen to its lot. It must be strengthened 
by every force available within the Jewish fold, and in setting aside the 
two months from August 25th to October 25th as a period for celebrating 
the anniversary of the first Zionist Congress, the English Zionist Federa- 
tion appeals to every Jew in the country to stand by the Organisation 
which first pointed the way to a Jewish National regeneration and then 
built the road for its achievement. 

Let it be a celebration, but let it also be a dedication.

ETCETERAS FOR SOUPS. 


Savoury Custard. 
Two eggs. Stock, half-pint. Seasoning. 
BEAT up the eggs lightly, add the stock: then steam or bake the 
mixture very slowly uatil firmly set. Cut into small cubes, place ina 
hot soup tureen, and pour over the boiling soup. 


Lockshen. 
Eges. Flour. Seasoning 

BEAT up two eggs with a little salt, pepper, and a pinch of ground 
ginger, and add enough flour to make a stiff naste. Knead well, roll out 
on a floured board very thin, and leave for a couple of hours to dry. 
Then fold up and cut into very thin strips. Leave on the board to dry, 
and if not required for immediate use store in tins. When required, add 
to boiling soup and boil for fifteen minutes. If well dried before storing, 
it will keep for two or three weeks. 


Bread Croutons. 


Cut up stale bread into small cubes. Fry a golden brown in boiling 
fat. Drain and serve with thick soups.

MINCE the meat very finely, add the crumbs, onion, parsley, and 
lemon rind; mix well together, bind with ecg, and season with salt, 
pepper, and grated nutmeg. Koll into little balls the size of marbles, and 
cook in boiling soup fifteen to twenty minutes. 


Two thick slices of stale bread. Chopped parsley, 2 teaspoonfuls. 
Breadcrumbs, 2 oz. Mixed hertys

SOAK the slices of bread in cold water and squeeze very dry. Then 
put them into a basin, beat up with a fork, add the onion, parsley, and 
breadcrumbs, a pinch of ginger, salt and pepper to taste, the grated rind 
of half a lemon, half a teaspoonful of mixed herbs, and a grate of nutmeg. 
Mix thoroughly all the ingredients together, bind with the egg, and roll 
into tiny balls the size of marbles. Place in boiling soup and simmer for 
twenty minutes.

ANNUAL MEETING. 

Mr. A. HARRIS, the President, was in the chair at the annual meeting 
held last Sunday. 

In moving the adoption of the report, Mr. S. L. Lipsnirz, the 
Secretary, said that the cause of the delay in calling the annual meeting 
was due to the loss that the Synegogue had sustained by the deaths of 
Rabbi L. Bernstein and Mr. J. Rosenblocm, an auditor for many{years. 
The cost of redecorating the Synagogue and other alterations amounted 
to £1,300, of which sum £575 had been subscribed bythe members. The 
total income for the year was £2,092 (from which amount £399 had been 
donated to other institutions) and the expenditure was £2,030. There 
was a membership of 410, and during the year ninety marriages had beeu 
solemnised. The Synagogue had four representatives at the Deputies of 
British Jews, and was affiliated to the English Zionist Federation. Four 
bundred Shekalim had been sold, which proved that the members took 
an interest in Zionist work. The congratulations of the Synagogue were 
tendered to the President on his having been elected a Trustee of the 
Federation of Synagoguesanda Guardian in one of the Bethnal Green wards. 
The Congregation had secured the services of Rabbi M. Pakarovitch as 
Ray in succession to the late Rabbi L. Bernstein. With the approval of 
the Chief Rabbi and the Beth Din, the services of the Ray are not only 
given to the Synagogue but also to the surrounding districts on questions 
of ritual. Lectures were delivered daily in the Synagogue by the Rav. 
There was also a Talmud Torah where 300 pupils were instructed in 
Hebrew and Religion. The Rev. |. Aarons, of the United Synagogue 
Welfare Committee, attended daily for the purpose of giving advice. The 
report was adopted. 

‘ After one of the Auditors, Mr. H. MICHAELS, had given his report, the 
balance-sheet was adopted. The following were elected :—Messrs. A. 
Harris, President; I. Doransky, Vice-President; 8. Leboff, Treasurer ; 
D. Levene and J. Marder, Wardens, L. Kisenand N. Rosenberg, Trustees ;

MR. ZANGWILL’S NEW COMEDY. 


Mr. Israel Zangwill has just completed a four-act tragi-comedy called 
“The Forcing House,” which has for its foundation the subject of 
Bolshevism. Before the comedy is produced in a theatre, it will have 
simultaneous book publication in Great Britain, the Irish Free State, 
America, France, and Italy. 


Promenades.” 


Musical fare is being well provided by the promenade concerts at 
Queen's Hall, and the attendance proves the real necessity for this type 
of concert. Throughout the week the programmes have been well 
calculated to please the most capricious of tastes. On Tuesday week 
came the first ‘novelty ” of the season, a “ Habanera” for orchestra by 
Louis Aubert. This old-world Spanish dance lends itself so well to 
cleverness of musical scoring, that it is a pity to have to complain 
of Mr. Anubert’s conception. Frankly it was neither dance 
nor melody, but a conglomeration of instrumental sounds. The real 
clevernees lay in the manner in which it was conducted by Sir Henry J. 
Wood, and performed by the orchestra. A refreshipg contrast was Delius’ 
“ Dance Khapsody” played the same evening, and the ballet suite from 
Tchaikowsky’s “Sleeping Beauty.” Sheer pleasure was given by Melsa’s 
fine rendering of Saint-Siens’ Violin Concerto in D minor. The work is 
peculiarly suited to this brilliant player's style, and it was interpreted 
with perfect finish and melodic power. ‘The vocalists were Miss Stella 
Power and Mr. Malcolm McEachern, both of whom sang to the satisfac- 
tion of their hearers. 

On Thursday, another particularly fine programme was given, It 
began with the prelude to Act 111 of Lohengrin, and included Monteverde’'s 
Sonata ‘‘sopra Sancta Maria,” for organ and orchestra. The work in 
itself is built on very simple lines, but gained by the fine performance of 
the solo passages by Mr. Frederick B. Kiddle. Miss Marjorie Hayward 
was the solo violinist in the familiar E minor Concerto of Mendelssohn. 
Two other attractive items were Saint-Saéns’ “ Le Cygne,” with Mr. C. A. 
Crabbe as solo ‘cellist, and the beautiful “Valse Triste” of Sibelius. 
Wagner was again represented by ,“ Lohengrin’s Farewell,” splendidly 
sung by Mr. William Boland, and the Prelude and Liebestod from 
“ Tristan and Isolde.” 

On Saturday night another large audience testified to their apprecia- 
tion of the popular programme, one framed to provide ample contrast. 
The outstanding feature was Mr. C. Warwick Evans’ performance of 
“Kol Nidrei” (Max Bruch) for which he was obliged to give an encore, 
selecting Saint-Saens’ ** Le Cygne.” 

To-morrow night, Miss Irene Scharrer will be the solo pianist in 
Saint-Saéas’ Pianoforte Concerto, No. 2,in Gminor. The same composer 
will be represented by Mme. Edna Thornton, who will sing an aria from 
“Samson and Delilah.” NKameau, Bruneau, and Massenet are also among 
the composers; Percy Grainger’s “Irish Tune from County Derry” and 
“Shepherd's Hey” will likewise be heard. Mr. Hubert Eisdell is the 
other vocalist. 

(on Monday, the Wagner night is devoted to “ The Mastersingers,” the 
vocalists being Mesdames Doris Vane and Rose Myrtil, and Messrs. John 
Coates, Archibald Winter, Samuel Mann, Percy Hemming, and Herbert 
Heyner. 

Miss Marie Hall appears on Tuesday in Tchaikowsky's Violin Concerto. 
A new work, a “ procession” for orchestra, will be played by Herbert 
Howells, and be conducted by the composer. The vocalists will be Miss 
Maggie Teyte and Mr. Robert Kadford. 

On Wednesday, Miss Beatrice Harrison is the soloist in Elgar's ‘Cello 
Concerto. Instrumental contrast will also be provided by the perform- 
ance of Bach's Concerto for two violins and orchestra, the soloists-being 
Mr. Charles Woodhouse, the leader of the orchestra, and Miss Doris 
Houghton.

Auntie’s Chat. 

Last week I promised | would tell you something more about the 
discoveries of Professer Flinders Petrie concerning the Jews ia Egypt. 
to which he referred in a recent lecture, which has just been reprinted, 
I said I would tell you something about the Temple of Onias, the 
discovery of which is Professor Petrie's crowning achievement in the 
work of excavation. 


A PRIESTLY SOLDIER. 


The story of Onias is one of the romances of Jewish history. 
About one hundred and fifty years before the Common Era Judea was 
going through very troubled times. It was just after the Maccabean 
‘revolt, and although the Temple worship had been restored the High 
Priesthood became the centre of political ambitions. During the 
troubles in Palestine a number of Jews had settled in Egypt where, in 
the region of the Nile Delta, and particularly in the city of Alexandria, 
they occupied a prominent position as merchants. The Onias with 
whom we are here concerned was the son of a priest who had been 
murdered in Palestine and who fled to Egypt, where he gained the 
favour of Ptolemy V1l., who at that time was engaged in a struggle 
with his brother, known as Physcon, for the rulership of Egypt. 
Onias proved himself a general of resource, and the high favour 
accorded him at court, combined with his priestiy origin and his 
learning, caused him to be acclaimed as leader by the Egyptian Jews. 


A NEW TEMPLE. 


Onias conceived the idea of building a temple that should serve 
for the Egyptian Jews in the place of the shrine at Jerusalem which, 
owing to the political disturbances, they were unable to visit. He 
secured from the king a site near Heliopolis, in the very “Land of 
Goshen,” where the Children of Israel had resided in earlier times. 
The site of the new temple was a deserted city containing the ruins of 
an Egyptian palace of Rameses III., and a massive fortification wall 
of the early Egyptian shepherd kings (Hyksos), going back to the time 
of Abraham. There was thus abundant material for constructing the 
new city. A large area was laid out beyond the wall of the old city, 
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deliberately modelled upon the plan of Jerusalem and the temple hill. 
The old Egyptian site was adopted as equivalent to the town of 
Jerusalem and a new biil was throwa up to copy the temple, all the 
contours of the Jerusalem hills and valicys being exactly copied. As 
Professor Petrie points out, to throw up these great artificial hills, to 
face the temple hil! with stone walling up to one hundred feet high, 
to lay out the new city and the fortifications covering six acres, must 
have needed a large body of supporters, and is the strongest cvidence 
of the numb ors and status of the Jews in this district. 

Professor Petrie has constructed an interesting model of the 
Temple of Onias, which believe may be seen at University College.
